COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS. 


To Albert H. Towne, one of the Constables of the town of Bow- 
ford in said County, GREETING : 


In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, you are 
directed to notify and warn the inhabitants of the town of Box- 
ford, qualified to vote in elections and in town affairs, to meet 
at the Town Hall, in said town, on Monday, the seventh day of 
March, next, at nine o’clock in the forenoon, then and there to 
act on the following articles, viz:— 

1. To choose a Moderator to preside in said meeting. 

2. To choose all necessary Town officers for the year en- 
suing. 

3. To choose a member of the school committee for the 
term of three years. : 

4. To take any action in regard to choosing a Superintend- 
ent of schools. 

5. To hear and act on reports of Committees and Town 
Officers. 

6. To receive report of the Auditors. 

7. To take such action as may be thought best relative to 
compensation of Town Officers and Committees the ensuing 
year. 

8. To raise a suitable sum of money for the support of 
schools, and take any action in regard to appropriating the 
same. 

9. To raise a suitable sum of money to defray the necessary 
charges and expenses of the town the year ensuing. ~ 

10. To raise a suitable sum of money to expend for the re- 
pairs and amendments of the highways and bridges the en- 
suing year. 

11. To take such action as may be deemed best relative to 
making the roads passable when encumbered with snow. 

12. To determine when the taxes shall be committed to the 
Collector; also the time and manner of collecting the same. 

13. To take action relative to supplying fuel for the town 
schools. 

14. To receive and act upon a list of names of persons pre- 
sented by the Selectmen for jurors. | 

15. To see if the town will authorize their Treasurer to hire 
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money, under the direction of the Selectmen, in anticipation of 
taxes of the ensuing year, and payable therefrom. 

16. To see if the town will vote to pay any part of the town 
debt. 

17. Shall licenses be granted for the sale of intoxicating liq- 
uors in this town the year ensuing. 

18. To appropriate the money that may be refunded on ac- 
count of dog licenses, as may be thought best, to libraries or 
schools. 

19. To choose a Road Commissioner for three years. 

20. To see if the town will appropriate a suitable sum of 
money for repairs on Bald Hillroad, or take any action thereon. 

21. To see if the town will vote to printin its annual report, 
the names and numbers of books added to our library, the pre- 
vious year.

In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts you are 
directed to notify and warn the inhabitants of the town of Boxford,

ART. 3. To choose a member of the school committee for the 
term of three years. 

ART. 4. To hear and act on reports of town officers and 
committees. 

ART. 5. To receive and act on the report of the town auditor. 

ART. 6. To take such action as may be thought best relative to 
compensation of town officers and committees for the ensuing year. 

ART. 7. To raise and appropriate a suitable sum of money for 
the support of schools, or take any action in regard to the same.

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expend for repairs and amendments of highways and bridges for the 
ensuing year.

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 





To the Citizens of the Town of Boxford: 


It has been the endeavor of the Superintendent and School Com- 
mittee to procure such teachers, for the different schools, that their 
work would not only show good results in the schools but that it may 
also prove satisfactory to the children’s parents. 


On September first, Mr. Colby sent in his resignation as a member 
of the school board, which was accepted with regret, as Mr. Colby had 
served for three and one-half years and was interested and capable in 
his work. It was agreed by the remaining two of the board that, as 
long as they continued to agree, it was not necessary to elect another 
member. 


Perhaps a word would not be out of place as regards repairs and 
improvements. The committee believe it good policy to keep the 
school houses in good repair. School house No. 5 has received little 
attention for many years and has not been shingled before since it 
was built. It is now in first class condition, newly shingled and 
painted two coats inside and out. School house No. 2 has also been 
put in good repair. It is the intention of the committee to supply 
School No. 4 with water, two unsuccessful attempts having been made 
to drive a well, striking a ledge each time. 

The committee believe that the town has been fortunate in the 
continuing services of Mr. Frost as Superintendent. 

The reports of the Superintendent and Supervisors of Drawing 
and Music follow.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 


To the School Board of Boxford: 


GENTLEMEN : 


I have the honor to submit herewith my second annual report as 
Superintendent of Schools, it being the eleventh in the series of such 
reports. 


The renovating of the two school houses, Numbers Two and 
Three, during the summer vacation gave us clean, attractive and much 
improved rooms at the beginning of the year. Paint and whitewash 
do much to give a room a cheerful appearance. In Number Five the 
removing of the rear platform (it is almost impossible to conceive why 
it was ever put in), the taking out of the row of old-style desks which 
are not now needed and which blocked one aisle, and the taking 
down of a blackboard which was over one window have greatly im- . 
proved the appearance and convenience of the room. 


It has occurred to me that it would be much pleasanter to speak 
of our different school buildings if each one bore the name of some 
man who has lived in that section of the town and has been interested 
in education. Dr. Stevens was a member of your school board for 
-many years and if some one of the schools were to go by the name of 
the ‘Stevens School’ it would give it a personality and at the same 
time preserve the memory of a man who labored earnestly for the 
young. Of course those who are familiar with local history should be 
the ones to suggest the names. To call school houses by numbers 
seems almost as bad to me as the once prevalent method of number- 
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ing the pupils, which I am glad to say is now very unpopular. If no 
local names could be decided upon there are many names of famous 
educators or literary men which would be entirely appropriate. 


It is quite unusual for any town to lose its entire force of teachers 
at once. Such was the case in Boxford this last summer. All butone 
resigned to teach elsewhere. Miss Gladys I. Houghton resigned to 
become a bride. Miss Mildred J. Hilliard, a graduate of Salem 
Normal School who had had a year’s experience, was placed in charge 
of Number Two. © Miss Sarah F. Dodd, a graduate of Salem Normal 
School, was elected as teacher of Number Three. Miss Sara A. Lucas, 
a graduate of Keene Normal School who has taught several years in 
good schools, was chosen for the grammar department of Number 
Four. Miss Catherine McInnes, a graduate of Salem Normal School, 
was selected for the primary department of Number Four. Miss 
Lillian G. Powers, who graduated from Lowell Normal School, was 
elected for Number Five. Miss Katherine G. Boddy, a graduate of 
Lowell Normal School with successful experience, was chosen for 
Number Six. 


The teachers were given a visiting day early in January and most 
had a successful day, coming back with many suggestions for doing 
things better. Two teachers’ meetings have been held this fall in 
which the Superintendent has endeavored to help the teachers carry 
out the course of study in a systematic and sensible way. 


The teachers are encouraged to throw themselves into their work 
with enthusiasm. Common sense is of the utmost value to the country 
school teacher. Many classes in the upper grades can be combined 
for daily work and thus longer recitation periods secured for the same. 
This is particularly true in mental arithmetic. Each teacher who has 
the four upper grades has a Wentworth & Smith’s Oral Arithmetic on 
her desk. This book is very helpful as it furnishes much drill in a 
practical manner. 


Last winter a course in reading for each grade was laid out and 
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one new book in each grade was purchased. If we follow this up for 
several years we shall have a fine set of supplementary reading. Chil- 
dren enjoy reading the beautiful books which are now published for 
them. They gain more rapidly when reading several books each year 
than when drilling over the same material contained in a single book. 
I suppose this is because their interest is quickened. 


The New Webster-Cooley course in English by grades was adopt- 
ed during the summer and the schools were supplied with the proper 
books in the fall. This series has been carefully written by people 
who are familiar with children and is a thoughtful and interesting set 
of books. 


A set of cooking utensils has been purchased for Number Three 
school. The boys of Number Two made a closet which the pupils of 
Number Three moved to their school house. ‘This is ample for hold- 
ing the dishes, utensils and cooking supplies. While the closet is not 
as good as a journeyman carpenter would have made yet it does the 
boys credit for their planning and work. The amount of time given 
by any one pupil to the cooking is not enough to detract from the 
other lessons. But one lesson is given each week. ‘The older girls 
are paired to do the work. A list of dishes to be made has been care- 
fully arranged. We do not expect that girls will learn more here than 
they would in their homes if the mothers took time to teach them. — 
We do expect that they will take an unforced interest in the work and 
go home eager to help about such work there and that they may find 
means of growing through comparing the different ways that two peo- 
ple will take to accomplish the same end. 


We are not following a city custom in introducing these industrial 
arts. The West has felt the movement for some years. It is insti- 
gated both in the West and here by the desire to teach the child to do 
the thing in youth which he is going to do as an adult. It is simply 
an effort to make the life of the child touch at another point the so- 
called practical side of life. There are many country schools in our 

own state where this is being done successfully. 
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The School Physician makes no detailed report this year but tells 
me that he finds the health conditions of the schools fairly good. 


Permit me to call your attention to the reports of the Supervisors 
of Music and Drawing. 


Let me express my appreciation of the spirit of co-operation 
which exists in the schools of Boxford at present; among parents, 
teachers, pupils, superintendent and school board in the various oppor- 
tunities of contact.

REPORT OF SUPERVISOR OF MUSIC 


To the Superintendent and the School Committee: 


In submitting my annual report it is with pleasure that I speak of 
the continued interest in music in the schools throughout the town. 


It has been my privilege for quite a number of years to have been 
connected with the children of the town through this department and 
I am gratified to say that a splendid amount of enthusiasm in this sub- 
ject has been manifested during the entire time MODE the majority of 
the boys and girls. 


In presenting the subject I believe it should be the aim of the 
teacher to make the time spent in music study one of the most delight- 
ful periods of the day, a period to be looked forward to as a time for 
relaxation and spiritual refreshment, beside helping the pupil to think 
more quickly and enabling him to more thorough concentration of 
thought. 


As one has said: ‘The world has learned to love music. It 
cannot get along without it. It is the universal language of all coun- 
tries and all climes. These are things in music which can be realized 
that other languages fail to express. The language of music lies in the 
imagination, the thoughts, the desires, the sensibilities. The more 
highly these faculties are trained the deeper will be the meaning of 
music.” 


During the past year the regular routine work of rote-singing, 
part-singing and sight-singing has been accomplished, beside written 
work and the preparation and performance of music for special days 
which the schools annually celebrate. 
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Much time was spent in the preparation of the Christmas and 
Memorial Day programs and the usual amount of enthusiasm shown. 
It is a help to children and teachers to unite in general exercises 
periodically and it is to be regretted that we are unable to accomplish 
this oftener than once a year. 


Last Memorial Day, for the first time, all five schools united in 
general chorus work at the town Memorial Day exercises held at the 
West Boxford Church. 


I wish to express my appreciation of the valuable assistance 
which the grade teachers give in the preparation of the weekly lesson, 
also the kindly interest and help given by our Superintendent and 
the School Committee.

REPORT OF THE SUPERVISOR OF DRAWING 


My report of the work of the past year can not differ materially 
from other reports, for the general plan of the work remains the same. 
We begin the school year with nature drawing and study of color 
names and scales. This is followed by constructive drawing and 
manual arts in November and December. This year the constructive 
drawing in Grades VI—IX will extend through January, also. Then 
two or three months are spent in object drawing and in the last part 
of the year we return to nature drawing. The principles of design are 
applied in decorating the manual work, also in making holiday souvenirs 
of various kinds, and design is related to the spring nature drawing. 


Everyone should know something about constructive drawing in 
order to understand simple working drawings and plans for houses. 
The constructive drawing in the upper grades is planned with the idea 
of giving a little introduction to mechanical drawing. It will include 
working drawings of the type forms and common objects, and simple 
plans, drawn freehand and with instruments. 


The work in manual arts is of great interest to the pupils. ‘This 
year, the primary grades made cardboard looms and wove toy rugs, 
dolls’ muff’s, dolls’ caps, and holders. This proved too difficult for 
some of the first grade, but the children in Grades II, II] and IV had 
very good success. Part of the weaving was done as busy work, under 
the supervision of the room teacher or older pupils. The upper grades 
did some very good work in making and decorating clipping cases, 
which consisted of two or more envelopes bound together in cardboard 
covers. At No. 4, where the lesson can occupy more time than at 
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No. 2 and No. 3, the pupils executed a more advanced problem, and 
the results were especially good. 


The weather has been unusually favorable and, since September, 
1912, it has been possible to go on practically every regular day. My 
work is very pleasant this year, for the primary children are en- 
thusiastic, and the upper classes are ready to work earnestly, and I 
anticipate a continued improvement.

No child will be admitted to the first grade who has not 
attained the age of five years before the date of opening school:

COMPLIANCE WITH VACCINATION LAW 


No child will be admitted to any grade who has not com- 
plied with the law relative to vaccination. This means that 
he shall furnish a certificate of vaccination signed by a regular 
practicing physician or a certificate of exemption with diag- 
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nosis signed by a regular practicing physician. If the latter 
is furnished it will be held valid only during the school year 
in which it is first presented. It is suggested that parents of 
children who have not been vaceinated attend to it in August 
or the early part of September. 


DISCHARGE CARDS 


A pupil desiring admission to school, unless he wish ad- 
mission to the first grade in September, should bring a dis- 
charge ecard from the school previously attended. 

A pupil removing from town should obtain a discharge 
eard on the days of his last attendance. 


REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT 





To the School Board of Boxford: 
Gentlemen : 

I have the honor to submit herewith my third annual re- 
port as Superintendent of Schools, it being the twelfth in the 
series of such reports. 

It is interesting to note that long before there were any 
school houses in Boxford, in compliance with an order from the 
General Court, John Peabody was engaged to be ‘‘scowel mas- 
ter.’’ This took place in 1701. Mr. Sidney Perley says that 
‘previous to 1765 a school house stood in the new part of the 
cemetery near Number Three and in 1774 another stood near 
the house of the late Moses Kimball.’’? Just when the first 
school house was built in Boxford is not known. 

Soon after 1791 there were six schoolhouses occupying 
essentially the same localities as the phesent ones with the 
exception that Number Four of that date stood at the june- 
tion of the two roads near the Cleaveland farm and another 
school house stood at the junction of Ipswich road and the 
road leading past Baldpate pond, bearing the name of Number 
Three. In 1851 Number Four was rebuilt near its former site 
and in 1869 was removed to its present location opposite Har- 
mony Cemetery. Number Three was discontinued and sold 
and its name given to the one just spoken of. About 1840 a 
new district called the Seventh District was created and a 
school house built. This stood near the West Parish church 
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and in 1869 took the name of Number Four. 

The First-District school house stood a little west of the 
present building on the same side of the road. In 1854 it was 
replaced by the present one. It has been decided that this 
school house should perpetuate the name of Andrews. 

Robert Andrews and his wife, Grace, came from Boxford, 
England, and made a settlement in this town about 1656. He 
purchased a large amount of land some of which lay along Fish 
brook. He had a family of ten children four of whom were 
sons. Three of these sons had large families. The daughters 
married into families béaring the name of Wood, Peabody, Sy- 
monds and other well known settlers. Robert’s son Joseph was 
the great-great-grandfather of Massachusett’s war governor, 
John A. Andrew. Nathan Andrews, 1726-1806, was representa- 
tive to the General Court. Other descendants held many of the 
important town offices as selectmen, constables, and highway 
surveyors. They were prominent in the affairs of the church 
and were represented on the militia as late as 1838. Dean 
Andrews, 1800-1869, purchased the saw-mills standing near the 
schoolhouse and upon his decease they became the property 
of Daniel Andrews, 1797-1879. 

Number Two school seems to be the only one which 
stands on the original site. This building was constructed in 
1845 to take the place of the first building. This has now been 
named the Palmer school in honor of the Palmer family which 
holds adjoining land. Honorable Julius Aboyneau Palmer, 
1803-1872, went from his birthplace in Rhode Island to Boston 
at the age of sixteen and in time became the senior member 
of a large jewelry firm. Desiring the pleasures of country life 
he retired to Boxford still retaining his business in Boston 
where he had received political preferment and had also been 
influential in social, charitable, and religious organizations. He 
oceupied the farm of Capt. John Peabody who is mentioned 
above. Deacon Palmer’s wife was Lucy Manning Peabody, a 
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direct descendant of the above. In 1869 he was senator from 
the Boxford district. His son, George Herbert Palmer, until 
recently a professor in Harvard University, lives upon the place 
in the summer. Both he and his deceased wife, Alice Freeman 
Palmer, are eminent in the fields of education. 


Your Committee have decided to call Number Three the 
Aaron Wood school. With Deacon Palmer alone, mentioned 
above, Mr. Wood shares the proud honor of having been a 
state senator from Boxford, but at a much earlier date, 1781. 
He must have been familiar with affairs of state for he had al- 
ready served as representative to the General Court for sixteen 
years. In addition, he had been a member of many councils 
and conventions of the state. Daniel Wood, born 1675, his 
grandfather, was one of the early settlers. His father was John 
Wood, 1680-1758. Aaron Wood died in 1791 aged 71 years. 
His townsmen were all the more unprepared for his beneficence 
because the hard struggle for existence in those days allowed 
but little leisure for school. It was found by his will that he 
left an estate amounting to over two thousand dollars, the in- 
come of which was to be used for ‘‘the support of a grammar 
school forever in the town of Boxford.’’ The Chadwick, Foster, 
and Kimball funds have been added to this and now the prin- 
cipal is more than three thousand seven hundred. dollars. 
Three years after his death the town in its gratitude erected a 
monument to his memory. 


The school house near Moses Kimball’s place mentioned 
above must in a few years have given way to a new building, 
the famous ‘‘Old Red School-House,’’ whose site is marked with 
the stone tablet which bears the date 1797-1869. About 1882 
a piece of land on the opposite side of the road was purchased 
from the Kimball farm and the present building erected upon 
it. These houses have all stood upon land taken from the Kim- 
ball farm which was in the Kimball name from 1669 to 1901.

Since 1901 the farm has been in the possession of Mr. 
John G. Chandler. It seems fitting that the present school 
house should preserve the name of the Kimball family. 

The Sixth District school house stood a few rods west of 
the residence of Mrs. Matilda Wilmarth on the Oak Ridge road. 
This building was the traditional ‘‘red school house”’ in type 
and was used for school purposes for forty-five years. It was 
then sold and later came into the possession of Mr. George 
Austin. 

About the year 1834 Mary Tyler Day bought from her son 
Joshua Day, one quarter-acre of land in the southwest corner 
of the intersection of Main Street and Lake Shore Road. For 
this piece of land she paid twenty-five dollars. She gave this 
land together with the granite underpinning to the town of 
Boxford on condition that the town should construct a school 
house and maintain a school therein for the pupils of the Sixth 
District. Should the parcel cease to be used for school pur- 
poses it should revert to her heirs. The granite was drawn 
from Pelham by Joshua Day with oxen. The house was built 
in the usual manner with two entries. The teacher’s desk was 
on a raised platform between the inside entry doors. The 
stove stood in front of the desk while the pupils’ benches were 
back of the stove. During the period from 1864 to 1882 when 
there was no school near the Kimball farm this seems to have 
been designated as Number Five. In 1880 the rough wooden 
benches gave place to more modern desks and chairs and a 
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piazza was placed along the front. The people of the neighbor- 
hood at the suggestion of Mrs. Anna Cole contributed a fiag and 
flagpole. Twenty-five years later, upon the recommendation 
of Superintendent Melville A. Stone, the building was put in 
its present model largely to procure the more ideal lighting 
conditions and to furnish a roomy closet for books and supplies. 
Out of respect to the donor this school has been named the 
Mary Tyler Day School. | 

The school house near the West Parish church was known 
as Number Four from 1869 to 1918. During the summer of 
1912, it was moved to a spacious lot further west on the south 
side of Washington street. It was raised to permit another 
room to be built under it and was supplied with a cellar, fur- 
nace, and water. The upper room accommodates the grammar 
pupils of the entire West Parish while the lower room cares 
for the primary pupils of the immediate village. That it may 
preserve the name of one whom the town delights to honor 
your Board have named this building the Gardner S. Morse 
School. 

Mr. Morse was born in Boxford, October 14, 1837, in the 
old Morse house in which were born his four brothers and four 
cousins. The nine enlisted and gave excellent service to their 
country in the Civil War. His age was twenty-four when he 
enlisted. He was in the battles of Kinston, Whitehall, Golds- 
borough, and Winton in North Carolina. He was wounded in 
the shoulder by a shell at the battle of Blount’s Mills, April 9, 
1863, and was promoted to Sergeant, October 1, 1863. His 
period of service was three years. He travelled as companion 
to a physician in Pennsylvania and there met the one who was 
to be his wife. They were married in 1870 and soon returned 
to his birth place and faithfully cared for his mother during 
her declining years. He was a member of the school committee - 
from 1879 to 1881 and part of this time acted as superintendent 
of schools according to.the existing custom, He also taught 
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the winter terms of 1879 and 1880 in Number Four, From 
1888 to 1902 he managed the store and was postmaster. He 
served his district as Representative to the General Court in 
1893. We are told that as a public speaker he had no little 
talent. The value of his life, however, is not measured by the 
public offices he held but by the genial kindliness of his dispo- 
sition and the fairness and justice with which he treated his 
fellowmen. 


At the end of the school year Miss Hilliard of last year’s 
force was offered a position with a much higher salary in 
Beverly. Miss Dodd also sent in her resignation. Miss Powers 
received an offer of a position more accessible from her home. 
Miss Harriette E. Stetson, a graduate of Salem Normal School, 
was chosen for the Aaron Wood School. Mr. and Mrs. Edward 
R. Fowler were selected for the Palmer and Kimball Schools 
respectively. Both have had very ample educational privileges. 
Miss Anna L. Nason, who has received training at the Museum 
of Fine Arts, was elected Supervisior of Drawing. Miss Kath- 
erine G. Boddy resigned her position as teacher of the Mary 
Tyler Day School in October and Miss Gladys M. MacKay, a 
eraduate of Salem Normal School, was chosen as her successor. 


With the salaries of teachers advancing all about us it 
will be to the advantage of Boxford to increase the salaries 
paid to teachers. The facts that her schools have several 
erades and that they are less accessible than those of places 
favored by both electric and steam cars handicap her in the 
selection of teachers. Her boys and girls have excellent minds 
and healthy bodies and deserve the best instructors that can 
be had. If a teacher is worth more to some other town or city 
than we are paying, I believe she is worth as much or even a 
evreater addition to Boxford. 

Several of our pupils won the Palmer Button in penman- 
ship for preparing the first twenty-five drills in the Palmer 
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Manual satisfactorily. Their names follow:

We hope many others will work for this and other rewards 
in penmanship this year. 

The other school work is going as usual. The teachers are 
working earnestly to give thorough drill in the regular 
branches and at the same time to hold the interest. Another 
set of readers for each grade has been purchased this year and 
have been much enjoyed by both teachers and pupils. 

An innovation took place last June in holding graduation 
exercises and granting diplomas to those who were promoted 
from the ninth grade. The exercises were held in Barker hall 
and the program with names of graduates is appended to this 
report. 

The pupils who were promoted from the eighth grade in 
both ends of the town entered high schools. This year we have 
no ninth grade pupils although the School Board has taken no 
formal action for dispensing with it. It has been eliminated in 
many towns and may be a question for consideration here. 
The argument is that pupils may be better employed in taking 
up new high school work than in review upon the elementary 
branches. 

During the summer vacation the Mary Tyler Day School 
was improved by painting and retinting the interior and con- 
structing a new chimney to replace the old one which had be- 
come unsafe. ; 

At the Morse School after several unsuccessful attempts 
to drive a well your Board arranged to have one dug. Al- 
though it was found necessary to make a deep excavation a 
splendid supply of water was obtained. A pump connecting 
with this well was placed in the basement at one end of a sink. 
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The waste water is carried out into a cesspool at a safe dis- 
tance from the well. When the ground of the school yard 
was graded at the time the building was constructed it was 
made level with the bottom of the basement windows as was 
the plan. This allowed no slope and the rain water stood near 
the building making it very muddy for the children to go to 
the toilets in the rear. It was suggested that a well might be 
made at each basement window and the grade raised so that 
there should be a decided slope away from the building. This 
was done and is proving to be a decided improvement. 

At the Aaron Wood School the toilet which was destroyed 
during the encampment has been replaced by a new building. 
As more desks and seats were needed in this school house some 
of the adjustable type were bought and placed, attention being 
viven at the same time to straightening the lines of desks. 

Dr. T. D. Wood, Chairman of the Committee on Health 
Problems of the National Council of Education, has prepared 
the following ten commandments for rural schools which I ap- 
pend without comment. 

‘In every school which may be considered passably sani- 
tary the following conditions shall obtain: 

1. Heating by at least a properly jacketed stove. (No un- 
jacketed stove to be allowed.) 

Ventilation by direct outdoor air inlets and by adequate 
and direct foul air outlets. 

9. Lighting from left side of room (or from left and rear) 
through window space at least one-fifth of floor space in area. 

3. Cleanliness of school as good as in the house of a care- , 
ful housekeeper. 

4. Furniture sanitary in kind, and easily and frequently 
cleaned. Seats and desks adjustable and hygienic in type. 

5. Drinking water from a pure source provided by a sani- 
tary drinking fountain. 

6. Facilities for washing hands, and individual towels. 
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7. Toilets and privies sanitary in type and in care (with 
no. cesspools unless water-tight) and no neglected privy boxes 
or vaults.

REPORT OF SUPERVISOR OF MUSIC. 


To the Superintendent and the School Committee of the Town 
of Boxford: 


The study of music in the Elementary Schools. calls for 
Rote Singing from Grade I through Grade II and III. 


This plan awakes the pupil’s feeling for good music in 
these early grades and constitutes an excellent foundation for 
that which is to follow. As much thought is given to the se- - 
lection of the songs, the aim being not only to interest the 
child but to give him something educational and of a classic 
nature, something which is far beyond what he could receive 
if he were called upon to read the music. 

From the fourth grade, on through the upper grades, much 
stress is laid upon sight singing, part singing, and artistic ex- 
pression or interpretation and ear training should be given its 
proper amount of attention, continuing the work, in advanced 
form, begun in the first three orades. | 

When a child is well trained in sight reading he should 
be able to read a page of music as easily as he reads the 
printed page, but good sight reading should be only a means to 
an end, that end being proper interpretation of the composer’s 
thought. : 

Correct singing should help the speaking voice to grow 
more musical as much time and thought are given to proper 
enunciation and correct tone production. 
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These lines of thought we have endeavored to follow out 
in the teaching of music in the schools the past year and we be- 
heve we have met. with fairly good results. 

I am able to report that the majority of pupils have been 
faithful and diligent in their work and have shown an interest 
and enthusiasm which has been commendable. 

The teaching of music in the publie school affords an Op- 
portunity for the arousing of patriotic emotions. Some one 
has said, ‘‘Let me write the songs of a nation and I care not 
who makes her laws.’’ 

In the study of literature, the child may be taught to com- 
mit to memory the poems of our National songs but by no 
means do they stir the heart like the singing of them. 

It is always most interesting, when we are preparing the 
annual Memorial Day School programs to notice the unusual 
amount of interest taken, not alone by those who are by nature, 
enthusiastic but by every pupil individually. 

It is my desire to express my appreciation to the Superin- 
tendent and School Committee for their united support and to 
the teachers for their efficient assistance.

REPORT OF THE SUPERVISOR OF DRAWING. 


To the Superintendent : 


I hereby submit to you a report of the work done in draw- 
ing since September, and my plans for the remainder of the 
school year. 


Freehand drawing, color work, both water color and 
crayon, design, both for filling given spaces and applied design 
for stencil work, and mechanical drawing are taught. Nature 
work, using the flowers, leaves, grasses, fruits and vegetables 
in their season, is done when specimens can be obtained, and 
much interest is shown in the work especially when colored 
chalk or crayon can be used. 


The first three grades make drawings of the simplest leaves 
and flowers, also make designs with straight lines and figures 
cut from paper. They show much interest in trying to draw 
different animals and birds after having been taught their 
symbols or characteristic lines. 


_ In the grammar grades the pupils are taught to brush in 
their nature work, without use of pencil sketch. Ilustrative 
sketches, picture study, object drawing and mechanical draw- 
ing with some construction work will be taken up during the 
remainder of the school year. 

In the schools where the classes are not too large, lessons 
planned by me are given by the regular teacher, which gives 
the children practice. 
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In closing, I wish to thank the Superintendent and the 
School Committee for their co-operation, also the teachers and 
pupils for their kind efforts.

REPORT OF SCHOOL PHYSICIAN 


To the Superintendent and School Committee of Boxford: 


The importance of medical inspection and supervision of 
schools is shown by the results of the joint investigation by 
the National Council of Education and the American Medical 
Association. This investigation showed that in the rural 
schools, especially in the Western States where there is practi- 
eally no sanitary supervision of the buildings and no medical 
inspection of the children, that the diseases of tuberculosis, ear 
troubles, defects of vision, enlarged tonsils and adenoids, dental 
caries, and enlarged cervical glands, were more than three 
times as prevalent in the rural as in the city children. That is, 
medical inspection of the children and sanitary supervision of 
buildings in the cities reduced these diseases by this proportion. 


The condition of privies in country schools is almost always 
bad, practically all of them being without vaults of any kind. 


Provisions for washing faces and hands are seldom made, 
and where there is an attempt in this direction, the common 
towel is usually the method provided for drying. 


Very few country schools are over-crowded but many are 
very poorly ventilated and poorly heated, the majority being 
heated by wood or coal stoves, the area immediately around 
the stove being very hot while the rest of the room is cold. 
There is on the market a jacketed stove with a fine drawing 
fresh air from the outside of the building into the jacket, 
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where it is warmed, and escapes at the top, thus maintaining a 
practically uniform temperature and fresh air in all parts of 
the room. This stove is very efficient and inexpensive. 


Upon the care of the health of the young children depends 
ereatly their future health and the number of years they live, 
therefore its great importance.

REPORT OF THE SUPERVISOR OF DRAWING 


To the Superintendent and School Committee: 


The Art work in our schools begins with the youngest chil- 
dren and continues through the Barker Academy step by step, fol- 
following an outline that includes work in several mediums: col- 
ored crayons, paper cutting, pencil work, pen and ink, and char- 
coal. 

The children in the three lowest grades do paper cutting 
and work with colored crayons to represent grasses, flowers, trees, 
simple landscapes and other forms in nature. 

In addition to the mediums used in the lower classes, the 
fourth and fifth grades use water colors and reviewing the work of 
the lower grades, advance, learning to distinguish different hues 
and shades of color. 

The sixth, seventh and eighth grades besides reviewing the 
work of the previous years, advance with scales in harmony and 
more advanced nature study. 

In all the grades plant drawing is taught in September 
October, May and June. Artificial objects—November and De- 
cember or March and April. Design—January and February and 
perhaps one-half of March. Picture study is taken from time to 
time according to the conditions of the school, for inspiration in 
language work, and to represent the different holidays. 

In the grammar grades construction work, perspective and 
design are taken up. In construction work, effort is made both to 
represent the object in free hand drawing, also an intelligent work- 
ing drawing must be shown. The fundamental rules of perspect- 
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ive are taught and illustrated. Practical designs for ribbons, wall 
paper, book cones, etc., are taught. 

Beauty of form and harmony of color in common things 
are emphasized. | 

The teachers have very generally given their hearty co-op- 
eration and very cheerfully followed out the line of work planned 
by the supervisor. 

I wish to thank the teachers, Superintendent and School 
Committee for their cordial support during the year.

REPORT OF THE SUPERVISOR OF MUSIC 


To the Superintendent and School Committee of the Town of 
Boxford :— 


In response to your request for a report of the work done 
in music during the past year, I submit the following. 

At the present time it is a recognized fact that music is an 
educational essential, not to be neglected by the teachers, because 
other school activities are more insistent and not to be regarded 
by the child as a period of utter relaxation and recreation. 

Music is as real in its service to humanity as is any other 
study in the school curriculum. 

If one questions this fact let him think for a moment of 
what a large place music holds in all social gatherings and public 
assemblies. 

More and more people in general are recognizing that music 
is one of the greatest forces in human life and is one of the most 
uplifting influences in the building of character. 

During the year that is past I have found a ready response 
from the majority of pupils in the study of this subject and good, 
earnest work is being done by both teachers and pupils. 

In previous reports a full outline has been given of the work. 
This same outline has been the basis of instruction the past year, | 
with necessary modifications to fit changing conditions. 

The text-books in use are those of the New Educational 
Music Series together with the Silver Song Series, the latter being 
used for supplemental work and sight-reading. 

The schools are visited once, each week and a definite lesson 
left to be prepared during the week, 
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Music, when presented in an interesting manner gets into 
the life of boys and girls and remains with them through manhood 
and womanhood and I feel it should be the aim of every teacher 
to interest the child so thoroughly in the art that he will continue 
the study and pr actise of it in some form long after it ceases to be 
a compulsory study. 

In closing I wish to thank fie regener for their valuable 
assistance and the Superintendent and the School Committee for 
their united support.

No child will be admitted to the first grade who has not 
attained the age of five years before the date of opening school 
in September. Pupils are admitted to this grade only at the

Compliance with Vaccination Law 


No child will be admitted to any grade who has not com- 
plied with the law relative to vaccination. This means that he 
shall furnish a certificate of vaccination signed by a regular prac- 
ticing physician or a certificate of exemption with diagnosis signed 
by a regular practicing physician.

Report of Superintendent 


To the School Committee, Boxford, Mass., 
Gentlemen: 


I herewith submit my first annual report, and, since my 
work did not begin until after all arrangements had been made 
for opening schools in September this report will be very brief 
and general in character. 


Although the schools opened at the regular time, it was 
found advisable to close most of them almost immediately on 
account of infantile paralysis, and it was several weeks before 
it seemed safe to reopen them. 


On taking up the work I found conditions in general very 
satisfactory and in some cases excellent. | found a general 
spirit of earnestness and an eagerness to succeed evident on the 
part of almost every teacher, and on the part of all a deep interest 
in the pupils and their welfare. 


It has seemed to me to be advisable to give at this time a 
brief statement of the work of the elementary schools of 
Massachusetts as outlined in the course of study issued by the 
State Department of Education. 

The aim of the work of the first three grades is to give 
the children a mastery of the mechanics of reading, writing and 
numbers, and to give the nervous system some training for the 
co-ordinating of the activities of hand and voice with those of 
eye and ear—a training in formulating and expressing knowledge 
gained. During the first year the main object is to teach reading, 
language—in the form of oral story-telling—and to teach concrete 
number work. 
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During the second and third years this aim continues, but 
broadens, so that by the end of the third year the child should 
be able to read readily and fluently; and should have the ability 
to work out the pronunciation of new words. He should have 
had such a drill in number combinations as to give him the 
ability to do addition and subtraction without counting; he 
should know readily multiplication combinations to 10 times 10, 
or possibly to 12 times 12, and he should be able to do simple 
division. He should also have some ‘ability in the use of simple 
fractions. In writing and spelling he should know the letter 
forms and be able to spell the common words of his own 
vocabulary. 


These constitute the working tools with which to do 
further work. 


In the fourth year the child is taught to use these tools 
for practical purposes. He begins to read history and kindred 
subjects for information; he learns how to apply the number 
facts in the solution of problems and he puts into written form 
such stories as he has been giving orally. In addition to this 
line of work he is given further drill in reading for vocabulary, 
pronunciation, fluency and articulation; in number combinations 
for accuracy and rapidity, and in writing and spelling for 
proficiency. Extension of the work in singing and drawing will 
lay the foundation for still further extension along these lines 
and will also furnish a training in power of attention to detail 
and in the importance of accuracy. 


From the beginning of the fifth year the aims of the 
teacher are to give the child as great a fund of knowledge of 
history, geography, literature, etc., as possible, and by means of 
the teaching these to develop in tie the power to add _ inde- 
pendently to this fund, and also to give the ability to apply what 
he has learned to such problems as may come into his own life. 


A further aim will be to so teach these subjects that 
interest in them will continue after his school life has ended. 
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Life is made up largely of habits. It is therefore one of 
the chief duties of the school to establish habits that will go as 
far as possible toward insuring success. Habits of industry, of 
application, of thoughtfulness, of fairmindedness, of honesty, of 
thinking should be well fixed. Most failures in life whether due 
to definite violations of law or to a lack of sufficient force to act 
positively have their cause in a lack of ability to think straight— 
to correctly estimate values. Shirking, and then trumping up 
excuses for consequent failure, or unearned promotion, these 
and similar things will go far towards establishing an attitude 
regarding life that is almost sure to result in failure. 


Above all, the school must be regarded by teacher, parent 
and child as a place for work. If teacher or parent sympathize 
with and passively approve poor work by accepting it when 
better is possible the child is led to believe that he may expect 
the same treatment from the world as his due. If he tries to 
exact it outside of school the results are likely to be disastrous. 
It is only in schools and colleges that 70 per cent of accuracy is 
accepted for promotion. 


I desire to extend to you and the teachers my sincere 
thanks for the co-operation given me in my work.

Report of the Supervisor of Drawing 


To the Superintendent and the School Committee of the Town 
of Boxford: 7 


It gives me pleasure to submit my third yearly report on 
the art work in our schools. 


Some of the suggestions contained in the pamphlet issued 
by the Massachusetts Normal Art School, outlining progressive 
methods for the first four grades, have been used in our schools 
since the beginning of the school year. This improved method 
aims to develop the “power of drawing freely forms of practical 
utility that the majority of people find it useful to represent.” 
It also aims to teach every child, with or without talent, ‘to 
recognize the differences between refinement and crudity in the 
ordinary surroundings of his every day life.” 


There has been much importance attached to memory 
drawing, or drawing without the aid of models. The forms for 
memorizing are largely based on the rectangle, triangle, and 
circle; such as houses, barns, fences, and many other familiar 
objects. 


Only two dimensions are called to the attention of these 
pupils in the lower grades, but beyond the fifth grade these same 
familiar objects are done in perspective and more in detail. 


In the four upper grades constructive drawing is taught 
and simple working drawings are taken up preparatory to more 
advanced work in the high school. 


Principles of design are studied and applied in making 
borders, book covers, wall paper, scissors cases, and paper knives. 
Very much interest is shown in carrying out the designs for the 
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scissors cases. These cases are made of leather which the pupils 
furnish themselves and then tool their designs on them. The 
boys enjoy whittling out paper knives and carving their designs. 


Color work and nature painting are taken in fall and 
spring. 

The materials used in the art work are pencils, crayons, 
brush and ink, scissors, and water colors. 

It is hoped that illustrative drawing will be the natural 
development of the progressive system, which means a drawing 
that tells a story or is explanatory to an accompanying text or a 


design. The whole aim of this system is the development of a 
useful, valuable drawing habit. 


In closing, I wish to thank the Superintendent and the 
School Committee for their co-operation, also the teachers and 
pupils tor their kind efforts.

Report of the Supervisor of Music 


To the Superintendent and School Committee of the Town of 
Boxford: ' 


I herewith submit my annual report. 


It is with pleasure that I speak of the interest in the study 
of music which has been shown by the pupils as they do their 
work from week to week. 


The majority of the pupils show a decided fondness for 
the subject and many do unusually well, showing marked ability 
along musical lines. 


Most of the work done in music is class work, although 
some individual work is done and we are endeavoring to do much 
more the coming year by the aid of the individual singing slips, 
which tests each child on the problems of key, tune and time 
_ and helps the teacher to determine in which each needs the most 
daily drill. 


The New Educational Music Course, coupled with the 
Silver Song Series for supplemental work continues to give good 
satisfaction as text-books. 


The chief aim of the course is to develop in the pupil an 
intelligent appreciation and enjoyment of good music, a musical 
and expressive voice, the ability to read music at sight and the 
power of musical interpretation. 


On the Fridays preceding Christmas and Memorial Day 
all the schools give special programs which require much 
preparation. At Christmas, the children are made familiar with 
many of the old time carols, and these they remember from year 
to year and will always sing. 
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In East Boxfordan Operetta entitled ““Down the Chimney 
with Santa Claus” was given by the pupils of the Palmer and 
Wood Schools and was enjoyed not only when given at the 
schools, but also at the chapel, wheii the community Christmas 
tree exercises were held. 


More and more as this subject is taught I think each 
teacher realizes the importance of music study in the lives of the 
pupils in their charge. 


A prominent educator has said: ‘Among a practical 
industrial and commercial people, like ourselves, good music is 
necessary not only for enjoyment and recreation, but also for 
inspiration and for salvation from death in the din and dust of 
trade; and this music should be democratic in the truest and 
best sense. This it can never be until it becomes an intergral 
part of the education given in the schools of all grades.” 


In closing I wish to thank the Superintendent and School 

Board for their kindly interest and support and the teachers for 

their faithful and efficient work. |

Compliance with Vaccination Law 


No child will be admitted to any grade who has not com- 
plied with the law relative to vaccination. This means that 
he shalll furnish a certificate of vaccination signed by a reg- 
ular practicing physician or a certificate of exemption with 
diagnosis signed by a regular practicing physician.

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latter is furnished it will be held valid only during the school 
year in which it is first presented.

Report of Superintendent 


The School Committee, 
Boxford, Mass. 
Gentlemen: 


I have the honor to submit this, my first annual report 
as superintendent of schools for Boxford. 


Mingled pride and sentiment make my work in this 
town particularly pleasant, for as most of the citizens know 
I was born in the Hast Parish, and received my elementary 
education in the Palmer, or as then known, No. 2 School. 
Old friends in town have given me a warm welcome, and with 
their confidence and support the schools should attain a. 
greater degree of efficiency and usefulness than a stranger 
would be able to accomplish. 


Because of the short time since taking up the work here, 
your superintendent must confine his report to more or less 
general observations on the work accomplished during the 
past year, and recommendations for the work of the current 
year. 


The excellent work of the school committee in careful 
planning and administration of the schools during the first 
part of the school year is clearly in evidence. Only painstak- 
ing and conscientious work and the co-operation of the teach- 
ers could have accomplished what was done. 


The war has placed many burdens on the schools, the 
least of which is the increased cost of supplies. Whenever 
there is any movement designed to reach the people of the 
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nation, request is always made of the schools to help. Liter- 
ature for public information is sent to the schools for distri- 
bution. All this work is done gladly as it is considered a 
part of the public function. Because of the great shortage 
of industrial labor, the business world is offering generous 
inducements for workers, and this extends down to boys and 
girls just over the compulsory school age. This has caused 
many to leave school just at the time when they might be 
expected to receive training of exceptional advantage to 
them in later life. Hon. P. P. Claxton, Commissioner of Ed- 
ucation, in a letter sent to all school officials, urges the need 
of keeping pupils in school at this critical period. He advo- 
cates, not only schools as usual, but super-usual. As the 
children of today are the citizens of tomorrow, no false econ- 
omy now must be allowed to weaken the national force and 
vigor during the next few years. As soon as peace is de- 
clared, we may expect the most bitter industrial war this 
country has ever known, and-we should give our children ev- 
ery advantage possible in order that they may meet it suc- 
cessfully. Because the cost of the schools per capita is in- 
creasing is no reason for reducing the school budget, on the 
other hand, appropriations should be more generous than 
ever. The teachers are charged with new responsibilities in 
that they must so guide and direct the minds of the children 
intrusted to their care, that they may meet the ever chang- 
ing conditions. 


New demands are being made on the schools, new activi- 
ties are open to them. Junior Red Cross work is open to all 
pupils, which is something in which all may take part with 
full assurance that a maximum of good is being accom- 
plished. The sale of Thrift Stamps and War Saving Certifi- 
cates by the public is urged. As an investment they are at- 
tractive, not only for the general public, but for the children, 
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as the amount to be invested at one time is small and the 
security is of the best. There is also the patriotic duty in- 
volved of loaning money to the government at this time of 
need. War gardens are a necessity, not only for the health 
and practical manual experience to be derived therefrom, 
but also to help relieve the national food shortage. We must 
realize that if only enough produce in each garden is raised 
to supply the family needs during the summer, the national 
markets are thereby relieved to that extent. Through the 
State Department of Agriculture children are encouraged to 
participate in the various garden clubs and contests; and it 
is usual that the children, because of the extra care and more 
intensive methods have been able to excel their parents in 
quality and quantity per measured area. 


The public schools, and especially the rural schools have 
been accused of educating the children away from the coun- 
try and to the city. In a large measure this charge is cor- | 
rect, but in a greater measure it has been done indirectly, 
and by the community itself. It is true that the text-books 
have been written from city viewpoint and to meet city con- 
ditions. This to a large measure has been changed, and the 
tendency has swung the other way. The nation has realized 
as never before that the country has greater advantages 
which more than overbalance the ease and convenience of 
the city. Text books are written from the rural viewpoint, 
and to meet the needs and conditions of the community. A 
residential community is always in competition with the 
cities, and in some respects is still at a disadvantage, in that 
the smaller place lacks compactness, so that the districts 
cannot be well made a unit in themselves, and the town lacks 
the income that a manufacturing center has. On the other 
hand, the town has the distinct advantage of sturdy indepen- 
dence, healthful surroundings, and a lively interest in the 
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educational system of their town Often times the town 
schools are judged by city conditions and so called advan- 
tages, which are almost impossible in the country, due to 
lack of money and geographical situation, but these things 
are usually offset by the natural resources of the town, and 
judging by the final results the advantage is wholly on the 
side of the country. 


By consolidation of outlying districts a community may 
approximate city conditions. Instead of a number of small 
isolated schoois, unattractive alike to teachers and pupils, 
limited in purpose and scope of work, the children are 
brought to a central building ,well equipped and well cared 
for, thus securing a graded and well lorganized school sys- 
tem. The rural school is a product of the early method of 
school administration, before the time that free public edu- 
cation was required by law. At that time a particular com- 
munity might organize as a school district for the purpose of 
maintaining a free school, and taxes were levied, on those 
parents of the district, then later extended to all property 
holders of the section. Each district was independent of the 
town, had their own trustees, and maintained a school ac- 
cording to their own standards. It is natural that the local- 
ized idea should persist today in the desire of each section 
of a town to have a school house in their centre. On the oth- 
er hand, by so doing they are forgetting their duty to the 
town as a whole, and making capital of a local issue. As ap- 
plying to this town, the residents of the West Parish have al- 
ready had an opportunity to judge the merits of the system, 
as shown by the partial consolidation at the Morse Grammar 
School. 


If the number of pupils at the Day and Kimball Schools 
are as few in number next fall as conditions at present seem 
to indicate, it may be deemed necessary to consolidate these 
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schools with the Morse Grammar, and provide transporta- 
tion. Public school attendance is not only the privilege, but 
the right of every child. While there are many days on 
which it would endanger their health, and possibly the health 
of others there are many times when a child remains at 
home because it is convenient or the easiest way. This is an 
injury. First, it induces habits of irresponsibility, and sec- 
ond, the pupil fails to receive that which is his just due. A 
day, or a half day at a time does not seem much, but when 
the total absence of a child for a year is given it is found to 
be from three to four weeks. The absence of any child does 
not seem much at the time, but when the totals are given 
the results are alarming, and mean a distinct loss to the 
community. 


One economic condition for which the war is directly 
responsible is the placing of the schools in direct competition 
with the business and industrial world. Teachers as a rule’ 
have always been poorly paid, and now the line is more 
widely drawn than ever. Teachers are leaving what were 
formerly considered well paid positions, and are taking up 
various kinds of commercial work. Prospective teachers are 
not being attracted to the profession, resulting in a serious 
shortage. In order to conserve the existing supply, we must 
meet in a measure the competition of the other industries. 
Aside from the justice of the matter, the teachers must be 
given a salary on which they may live during these times 
of mounting costs of necessities. Teaching is a skilled pro- 
fession. There are many demands upon the salary which a 
teacher receives. She is expected to subscribe to a great 
many charitable organizations, to dress in a certain manner, 
to keep well informed of current events and modern progres- 
sive methods of education by means of lectures and exten- 
sive readings, yet the average salary is not as high for the 
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teacher as the average for the non-skilled professions that 
do not require the intensive training necessary for teaching. 
The fact that a teacher lives at or near home is an economic 
advantage which a community has no right to use as a lever 
in order to reduce or keep down salaries. Teachers as a class 
are trusted with more responsibility than-any other body of 
people. Often the moral training which should be given at 
home, is left to the school. They take a child at an age when 
habits are easily formed, and it is to the teachers of the past 
generation that the civilization of today owes its greatest 
debt for existence. How often you will hear a person say 
that a certain teacher had a great influence on their lives, 
that it was not so much the facts they taught, as certain 
traits of character which they themselves possessed and im- 
parted to their pupils by example. 


Many times we hear it advocated that during these 
times of high costs, the schools should get along without the 
non-essentials of their curriculum. The only answer to this 
argument is that there are no non-essentials in the course of 
study. Each subject has a distinct place of value in a well 
ordered and balanced training for life work. If for any rea- 
son a school plant does not provide all branches of instruc- 
tion it is their disadvantage and our advantage that we have 
them. It is true that many succeed in business who are un- 
able to read or write, yet no one would think of dropping 
these branches from the subjects to be taught, and who can 
say what material advantage such knowledge would have 
been to them. 


We have always the problem of holding pupils in school 
after they have passed the compulsory school age. In some 
cases early employment is a necessity to provide for the sup- 
port of the family. This economic fault of our modern day 
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society has causes far back of any responsibility which may 
be attached to any individual. The remedy would require a 
reorganization of our so called civilization. By comparative 
records it has been found that through the increased earning 
power of those who avail themselves of secondary school ed- 
ucation, each day spent in school is worth ten dollars in later 
life. While the town does not maintain a public high school 
it is possible for all pupils who so desire to obtain such duca- 
tion in adjoining towns and cities. The County maintains a 
Vocational Agricultural School open to all pupils from the 
town. Higher education may require more initiative and ef- 
fort from our boys and girls than from those more conven- 
iently located, yet it may be this very thing that has been 
the cause of the large number who have taken prominent 
places in State and National life. 


Unfortunately, East Boxford is becoming a summer 
community. The number of vacant houses this winter is 
alarming. In twenty years the school population has rapidly 
decreased, and for a longer period this is doubtless more no- 
ticeable. The Andrews school, once one of the most populus 
is now closed for lack of pupils, and as conditions seem to in- 
dicate that this will continue for some time, it may be well 
for the citizens to consider the advisability of disposing of 
the building. The Palmer school formerly registering almost 
double the present number, is now the largest school in this 
part of the town. . At the Wood, although the number has 
decreased, there are still enough pupils to warrant keeping 
the building open. <A petition requesting that the building be 
moved to a more suitable location has been presented, and on 
which the School Committee held a public hearing. Al- 
though the petition was signed by almost all the residents of 
this section, very little interest was shown by attendance at 
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the hearing. The reasons given as cause why the building 
should be moved were, that the location of a Military Camp 
adjoining the school yard seriously interfered with school 
work, that it was severely exposed to winter storms with 
little or no natural shelter, and that it was not in the center 
of the school population. This matter must be settled by the 
voters of the town, who have final jurisdiction in the case. 


A great deal of interest and enthusiasm may be added 
to the child’s school life by making the interior and exterior 
of the building attractive. In all cases the renovation of a 
school house is expensive, yet the results more than pay in 
indirect returns. The citizens of a town permit, and often 
encourage worse conditions in their school building than are 
found in their own homes. Often there is an air of confu- 
sion and clutter in a school room, and while much of this may 
be due to the personal habits of the teacher, a larger share 
is because there is no convenient place for storage. Ade- 
quate closet room will work wonders in the ordiliness of a 
school. 


There is hardly a private home in the town that is not 
provided with proper screens as a protection from flies and 
mosquitoes. The value of this protection alone for the 
school is worth all their cost. From being the most barren 
spot in the town a school yard may be transformed to one of 
the most beautiful by the planting of trees and shrubs. It 
it not necessary to use expensive stock, as the woods are 
filled with varieties which will flourish and may be had for 
the labor of transplanting. An excellent start in this di- 
rection has been made at the Morse school, and in a few 
years the attractiveness of the yard will show the value of 
the work. 
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At the end of the school year resignations were received 
from Miss Katherine L. Sargent, Miss Anna M. Pearson and 
Miss Florence Lyons, teachers at the Wood, Day and Morse 
schools, respectively. The following were elected to their 
places: Miss Marion Moody, Wood school; Ida L. Corbin, 
Day school; and Miss Jeane Sanborn, at the Morse Grammar. 


It is hoped that during the year it may be possible to 
meet the parents and citizens of the town, and to beeom> 
better acquainted. Anyone who has a complaint is urged to 
present it, and every possible means will be taken to adjust 
the matter to the advantage of all concerned. Your superin- 
tendent desires to thank the school committee, teachers and 
parents for their loyalty and support so generously given.

In presenting this report and reviewing the year’s work, 
I am more than ever impressed with the great value of 
music-study in our public schools. 


It not only helps the child educationally, morally, and 
spiritually, but it brings to him a certain uplift and relaxa- 
tion, which helps in the mattery of other subjects, which are 
perhaps a bit more taxing and possibly to some less enjoy- 
able. 


The morning songs, which form a part of the Devotion- 
al exercises in the schools, cannot fail to help the child } 
starting the day with helpful thought and a joyous outlook. 
It is our aim to teach the child to read music, as he is taught 
to read books, for his own individual delight and develop- 
ment. This may be accomplished with every child in school 
provided the teacher and pupil work together toward that 
end. 7 


There are very few monotones in our schools and there 
need be none above the third grade, if the child is given in- 
dividual attention, when in the early grades. 


During the past year the Morse School has added to its 
equipment a Victrola, the necessary funds being raised by 
means of an Entertainment and Sales. The instrument was 
heard for the first time at the Graduating Exercises at Bar- 
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ker Hall on the evening of June 23rd, it being used to play 
the march for the graduating class and school. It is greatly 
enjoyed by both Primary and Grammar schools, as excellent 
record have been obtained, including patriotic selections and 
interesting Nature Songs. 


It would seem well worth while if other schools in town 
would follow the example of the Morse School, in procuring 
one of these instruments, which gives so much pleasure 
daily, besides increasing one’s musical knowledge. 


On October twenty-fourth, Liberty Loan Day, a Patri- 
otic Meeting was held in the First Congregational Church 
and notwithstanding the unusually stormy day, a fine delega- 
tion of children from the schools was present and partici- 
pated in recitation and song. “The U.S. A. Forever,” a song 
lately written for the present crisis, was memorized and 
sung. 


The ncessary routine work has been carried on efficient- 
ly from week to week by the grade teachers, to whom much 
credit is due, and the special days have been celebrated as 
usual with appropriatiate music.

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SCHOOL CALENDAR 


The Fall Term of School will begin on September 2d. 


SCHOOL ADMISSION 


No child will be admitted to the first grade who has not 
attained the age of five years the date of opening school in Sep- 
tember. Pupils are admitted to this grade only at the beginning 
of the year, unless they have attended school in some other town.

_COMPLIANCE WITH VACCINATION LAW 


No child will be admitted to any grade who has not complied 
with the law relative to vaccination. This means that he shall 
furnish a certificate of vaccination signed by a regular practicing 
physician or a certificaté of exemption with diagnosis signed by 
a regular practicing physician. If the latter is furnished it will 
be held valid only during the school year in which it is first 
presented. It is suggested that parents of children who have not 
been vaccinated attend to it in August or the early part of 
September. 


DISCHARGE CARDS 


A pupil desiring admission to school, unless he wish admis- 
sion to the first grade in September, should bring a discharge 
card from the school previously attended. 

A pupil removing from town should obtain a discharge card 
on the days of his last attendance. 


REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of the Town of Boxford: 


Your Committee is pleased to incorporate in their report 
the statements of the Superintendent of Schools, Mr. Roscoe G. 
Frame, with the reports of the Supervisors of Music and Draw- 
ing, Miss Mary N. Cleaveland and Miss Anna L. Nason, respec- 
tively. You are asked to consider the tabulated data. 

Attention is especially called to the fact that for the Support 
of Schools a flat appropriation be made, which will include funds 
from all sources; this is recommended by the State Accountant. 
Should such an appropriation be made, it should be $5,700, of 
which about $1,400 is supplied by funds other than taxation, ' 
leaving $4,300 to be raised by taxation, or $1,200 less than last 
year. 7 7 

Because of the decrease of scholars the Kimball School has 
been closed and the children transported to the Morse School 
another year; for the same reason the Day and Wood Schools 
are likely to be closed, so that only the Morse and Palmer Schools 
will be in operation. | 

Since the supply of fuel no longer comes from the Town 
Farm, and only two buildings are likely to be open, the School 
Committee being responsible for heating the buildings and ae- 
countable for the expenses, it seems the part of wisdom to leave 
the supply of fuel to the School Committee; we so recommend.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


Boxford, Mass., January 25, 1919. 
The School Committee of Boxford, Massachusetts. 


Gentlemen: Your Superintendent has the honor to submit 
this, his second annual report of the work of the public schools, 
to the School Committee and to the voters of Boxford. 

During the past year the old, regular, established routine 
of the schools has often been interrupted, and frequently new 
forms and methods have had to be substituted, owing to the con- 
stantly changing and varied demands of war conditions and activi- 
ties. The ground covered has been about the same as in previous 
years, but the value of our new activities has far outweighed 
their inconvenience and the extra work involved. One direct 
result of the form of war work in the schools has been a solidity- 
ing of juvenile ideals into a united Americanism. With chil- 
dren, as well as with adults, a serious menace of past years has 
been a growing indifference toward civic problems and duties. It 
is to be hoped that this newly awakened interest, obtained at such 
an enormous cost and sacrifice, can be continued and made more 
real each year. 

Our war work has been limited to those activities whica 
have been requested or authorized by the State or Federal Gov- 
ernments. Junior Red Cross, Liberty Loan advertising, War 
Savings Stamps campaigns, distribution of material for Food, 
Fuel and Agricultural Committees, have been a number of the 
departments in which the children have done their best. 

The interest shown in the purchase of Thrift and War Sav- 
ings Stamps throughout the town has been very good, although the 
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Wood and Palmer Schools have fallen quite a little behind the 
others in general averages. The Happy Jack Thrift Club has 
done much to encourage purchases, and has been a large factor 
in our success. Two mechanical devices to stimulate interest have 
been used. One, a Certificate of Honor for each room in which 
every child owns at least a Thrift Stamp. Already the Day 
and Morse Grammar Schools have the distinction of having one 
hundred per cent of participation. The other, a Thrift Meter, 
by which is indicated the per cent of pupils participating, the 
average value owned per capita of registration, and the total value 
of stamps owned in the room. During this year the parents are 
urged to encourage the purchase of Thrift Stamps, and it is 
hoped that those, who in the past have refused to allow their 
children to make these patriotic purchases, will do as much as 
they can to correct their mistaken ideas. Tt does not seem pos-: 
sible that any American parent should refuse to allow their chil- 
dren to invest in the security of the United States, yet, unfor- 
tunately, this has been the case in a number of instances, 

One teacher used rather a drastic method after repeated 
appeals had failed. On the board was placed, “Helping the 
Kaiser,” and beneath the names of all pupils who did not own 
Thrift Stamps. The next morning every one asked to have 
their names erased, many of them bringing a stamp as evidence 
of ownership. The campaign is to continue another year in the 
schools, and aside from the help financially to the government, 
the lessons of thrift, self-denial and systematic saving are valu- 
able to retain in our public school teaching. 

The schools were closed three weeks in common with almost 
every town and city, because of the epidemic of influenza. By 
changing the time of vacations, keeping later in June, and in- 
creasing the pace, much of the lost work will be completed before 
the end of the year. The amount of extra assignments in lessons 
has been a severe tax on the teachers, but without exception all

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have loyally worked for the good of the school, and have taken 
on this burden without complaint. 

The temptation offered by business conditions, in the form 
of high wages, has reduced the number of pupils which would nor- 
mally attend High School from this town. A few have left and 
others did not enter after graduating from Grammar School. 
Unfortunately, now that they are being discharged, they feel that 
they are out of touch with their classes, so do not return to com- 
plete their education, but continue to drift from one job to 
another, having no trade or profession, and adding seriously to 
the labor problem of the country. The Federal Department of 
Education has taken for its slogan, ‘““Back to the Schools.” Aa 
opportunity for all who have served in the army or navy to com- 
plete their education has been provided. At present there is no 
excuse for the boy or girl who may try to offer as an excuse, “I 
never had a chance.” 

The Essex County Agricultural School has done much good 
in the town during the past year, and is eager for a chance to do 
more. ‘Two of the teachers of this school canvassed the schools 
in town in the interests of Home Gardens, Canning and Pig 
Clubs, also speaking of the work offered at the school. All who 
intend to make farming a profession are advised to take this 
course, as there is as much competition in agriculture as in other 
professions, and the one without accurate knowledge and skill is 
at a serious disadvantage. 

Boxford has reason to be proud of one of her pupils. Eleanor 
Ingalls, of the Palmer School, won the first prize of five dollars’ 
worth of Thrift Stamps at the Topsfield Canning Club, on a 
collection of thirty jars. The assortment included greens, two 
kinds of fruit and two kinds of vegetables. 

Boxford was very fortunate in being able to keep her corps 
of teachers almost intact. The only resignation came from Miss 
Elizabeth Paul, for two years in charge of the Palmer School. 
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Her position was happily filled by Miss Helen Brown, a graduate 
of the Salem Normal School. 

Special mention should be made of the work of the Super- 
visors, Miss Nason and Miss Cleaveland, in charge of Drawing 
and Music respectively. Both have had a hard task, as the schools 
are so scattered, and while they have had repeated, offers to take 
larger positions, they have remained loyal to the town. It would 
indeed be hard to fill their positions, as the excellence of their 
work has set a high standard for any one who might follow them. 

There are many demands on the time of the school. As 
soon as any one has a new idea, either social, moral, or educa- 
tional, their first thought is to try it out in the schools. We 
have to be constantly on our guard that the so-called luxuries of 
education do not crowd out the old-fashioned and valuable essen- 
tials. If all the enthusiasts were given full sway, it is possibie 
that reading and arithmetic might have to give way. The present 
Commissioner of Education is said to have remarked, after re- 
ceiving a number of petitions to have school days set apart for 
special observance, that he hoped some time to have days for 
history or artihmetie. 

The per cent of absence is always a serious proposition. The 
truant is easy to deal with, as all needed is notification of the 
proper officer, and there is rarely any further trouble. Illness, 
as an excuse for absence, is always excusable. What does cause 
the most trouble is the day or half-day at a time with no real 
reason other than chores at home, a trip to the city, or, as often 
happens, “The children didn’t feel like going to school today, sa 
I let them stay at home.” The total of these absences is alarming. 
Parents do not realize that while they are doing an injustice to 
the whole class at school by retarding the work, they are injuring 
their own child by permitting him to miss important work and 
by ineulcating habits of evasion of work and duty. 
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Again it seems necessary to speak briefly concerning salaries 
and teachers. During the past year a serious shortage of teachers 
has been felt. “Many left the profession to engage in war work, 
thinking in that they were heping out. Others were attracted 
by the high salaries offered. The Normal Schools graduated 
smaller classes than they have for years. Some relief was had by 
married women, formerly teachers, taking up the work again. The 
large or wealthy towns and cities recruited their forces at the 
expense of their less fortunate neighbors. Salaries were increased, 
but not in proportion to the increased cost of living. There were 
many instances of pupils leaving school to earn more than their 
teachers. Schools remained closed because school committees 
could not secure teachers of any kind at any price. In November 
application was made for a teacher at three agencies, including 
the State Registration Bureau. But one candidate was available, 
having recently moved to the state and registerd that morning. 

If Boxford wishes to retain their excellent teaching force, 
they must be prepared to bid against larger places. It would 
seem better to fix their salaries at such a figure so that they 
would not be tempted by any offer from outside, rather than wait 
for bids as at an auction. A teacher has a much more cordial 
feeling if her value is recognized at home before strangers make 
them see it. It will be hard to replace at any price any teacher 
we have in our schools. Increasing salaries does not make good 
teachers, but it usually will keep them, other conditions being 
equal. Proposed legislation will set a new minimum which the 
poorest teacher can command. The more experienced and valu- 
able must base their worth from that minimum. In other words, 
it means that all grades of teachers must be increased in salary 
to correspond. 

Special mention should be made of the work of the Junior 
Red Oross in the schools. Last year all of the schools qualified. 
for membership either by work or cash. Aside from the monetary 
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value of the contibutions, all requisitions for clothing, hospital 
supplies, scrap books and knitted garments have been filled. The 
children have not only enjoyed the work, but have received much 
valuable training in manual work. They have felt that they were 
taking an active part in supporting the government. 

If a parent has any reason to be dissatisfied with the condi- 
tions at school, either in matters of discipline or progress of their 
child, they are urged to discuss the trouble with the teacher at 
once. Should there be anything then not adjusted satisfactorily, 
the attention of the committee or superintendent is to be called 
to the trouble. A very harmful condition is obtained when the 
actions of the teacher are discussed with the children, and the atti- 
tude of the child upheld, often in open defiance of authority. 

In September the Kimball School was closed and the chil- 
dren living in the district are being transported to the Morse,’ 
with excellent results. The Day School could be profitably closed 
for the same reason, small number of pupils. The matter of con- 
solidation of rural schools is Just as urgent as a year ago. No 
better arguments can be used than to quote from a letter of Mr. 
Burr F. Jones, Agent for Elementary Schools of the Board of 
Education: : 

“Under consolidation pupils may be classified in sizeable 
groups, according to their advancement. Pupils receive inspira- 
tion in working with groups of pupils of similar mental develop- 
ment. Friendly rivalry and competition are easily aroused among 
such pupils and lend much to their accomplishment. | 

“Consolidation makes it possible to assign to one teacher 
not more than one or two grades. This arrangement. permits of 
a proper division of a pupil’s time between recitation and study. 
A certain stote survey has revealed the fact that the average 
number of daily recitations per teacher in the elementary schools 
of sixteen representative cities is eight, and the average length 
of time in minutes allotted to each recitation in these cities is 
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twenty-eight, whereas the average number of daily recitations 
per teacher in country schools having from one to twenty pupils 
is twenty-six, and the average length of time in minutes allotted 
to each recitation in these country schools is thirteen. In these 
country schools the pupils spent about one-eighth of the school 
day, or approximately forty-five minutes, in recitation, and four 
hours and forty-five minutes in study. Under these conditions 
the teacher necessarily gives most of her time to hearing recita- 
tions and has but little opportunity for instruction. Of course, 
the one-room school presents the extreme case of decentralization, 
and the city school the most advanced type of consolidation. The 
above figures, however, serve to emphasize the importance of the 
proper division of the pupils’ time between study and recitation 
as an important factor in determining the efficiency of any school 
system. A system which provides a teacher for one, or at most 
two grades, has a tremendous advantage over the system which 
permits a teacher to struggle along with four or five different 
grades. ‘The important thing to be sought is an arrangement 
which will allow the pupil the benefit of the teacher’s instruction, 
or guidance and direction, as he studies for a substantial part of 
the school day. 

“Consolidation usually allows the enrichment of the school 
program with such subjects as music, drawing, manual training, 
and household arts, and provides all children with opportunities. 
to study these subjects, whereas, under the decentralization sys- 
tem, only the children in the larger communities are so favored. 

“Consolidation of schools, in bringing a large number of 
pupils together, provides a much better social training than could 
be obtained in the smaller school. Much of education, general 
culture, and breadth of view may be acquired from contact with 
a large number of children and a number of teachers. 

“Better teachers may be obtained for the consolidated schools. 
Teachers are anxious to become specialists in the work of one 
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or two subjects. They are also anxious to have the association of 
other teachers. Both of these conditions are possible under school 
consolidation. 

“As shown by many different studies of school attendance, 
much more regular attendance is secured in consolidated school 
systems than in decentralized school systems. This is doubtless 
. due both to the convenience of transportation and to the greater 
interest which pupils of consolidated schools take in their work.” 

Your Superinendent wishes to thank the School Committee, 
teachers, parents and people of the town for the kindly interest, 
active co-operation and friendly interest in the schools and their 
work.

REPORT OF SUPERVISOR OF DRAWING 


To the Superintendent and the School Committee of the Town of 

Boxford: 

The drawing for the past year has been a continuation of 
the progressive method, which aims to have the child draw famil- 
iar objects, as houses, barns, fences, vehicles, ete., to cultivate 
the habit of describing with the pencil and to learn to draw in 
a way which they can use after school days are over in business 
or art. 

In the grammar grades, Liberty Bond posters have been 
made, also scrap books, which were to be used in hospitals for 
the convalescent soldiers. These were also made in the primary 
grades. 

The work in elementary mechanical drawing will be about 
the same as last year, which aims to prepare the pupils for more 
advaneed work in the High School. 

During the coming year picture study will be taken up in 
the grammar grades. Pictures by noted artists will be studied 
and pupils made familiar with the lives of the artists, their nation- 
alities, the names of their most noted works, etc. In studying 
copies of the best pictures the pupils’ love for the beautiful will 
be cultivated and they will acquire a knowledge of how to criti- 
cize the composition of a picture. 

I wish to thank the Superintendent and also the teachers 
for their co-operation and kind assistance.

REPORT OF SUPERVISOR OF MUSIC 


To the Superintendent and the School Committee of the Town of 
Boxford: 


In accordance with your request the following report is sub- 
mitted. 

Public¢ school music came into being about eighty-five years 
ago, when Lowell Mason conceived the idea that instead of studio 
instruction musical training should be given to classes in the, 
public schools. 

Following its history from that time until the present we 
note a continual progress, showing that music now takes its place 
alongside the other so-called regular studies. 

Music, of all the subjects taught, in its written form repre- 
sents the thing for which it stands. Through the use of musical 
notation, the real thing, as it was conceived by the composer, is 
made to live again, not only once, but over and over by unending 
repetition, so long as there are voices to sing and instruments to 
play. 

Music alone can be made to live again in all its completeness, 
exactly as it was lived in the mind of the composer. 

Music is not about something, it is something, and the 
characters which represent it call that something completely and 
fully into the mind of those who understand the characters in 
which musical ideas are written. 

Thus the life of music can be brought into direct contact 
with the life of the individual, and becomes a great influ- 
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ence, as the song is felt and expressed by those who participate 
in its singing. 

Our aim is to teach children to read, understand and enjoy 
music. While we do not underestimate the emotional side of 
music, the mental side needs much emphasis, for the emotional 
more naturally takes care of itself. The mechanical part must 
be mastered; therefore much time must be spent in teaching the 
children to read music, which means reading with the eye and 
not the ear. In preparation for this a foundation of musical 
experience must be laid by means of the song method, teaching 
the children of the first three grades many beautiful songs, illus- 
trating the different moods and experiences of child life. 

From the song singing experience we teach the children to 
use the simple signs of notation, and by use of the right material, 
which we believe is in use at the present time, through the second, 
third and fourth grades, a child should be able upon reaching the 
fifth grade to sing either part of an ordinary hymn. 

In the sixth and seventh grades three-part singing is taught, 
also chromatic and minor scales, exercises and songs are intro- 
duced. In these grades, because of the variety of work and the 
splendid material available with which to work, the child should 
come to his musical consciousness and be so alive to music that 
he shall be prepared for more advanced work in schools of higher 
erade. 

We hear much at the present time of community singing. 
We read that everywhere people are urged to meet in groups to 
sing songs old and new. It seems to me that too much cannot 
be said in favor of the movement, and it is to be hoped that there 
will be a hearty response in the western part of the town to the 
call for membership in the Community Chorus which has recently 
been formed.

RULES 





SCHOOL ADMISSION 


No child will be admitted to the first grade who has not 
attained the age of five years the date of opening school in 
September. Pupils are admitted to this grade only at the 
beginning of the year, unless they have attended school in some 
other town. 


COMPLIANCE WITH VACCINATION LAW 


No child will be admitted to any grade who has not 
complied with the law relative to vaccination. This means 
that he shall furnish a certificate of vaccination signed by a 
regular practicing physician or a certificate of exemption with 
diagnosis signed by a regular practicing physician. If the 
latter is furnished it will be held valid only during the school 
year in which it is first presented. It is suggested that parents 
of children who have not been vaccinated attend to at in 
August or in the early part of September. 


DISCHARGE CARDS 


A pupil desiring admission to school, unless he wish 
admission to the first grade in September, should bring a 
discharge card from the school previously attended. 

A pupil removing from town should obtain a discharge 
card on the days of his last attendance. 


REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of the Town of Boxford: 


Your School Board takes pleasure again in giving expres- 
sion in this report to the Superintendent of Schools, Mr. Roscoe 
G. Frame, and the Supervisors of Music and Drawing with the 
tabulation of facts about the schools, which will be of interest 
to the good people of the Town. 

Because of the small number of scholars in the Kimball and 
Day schools the few who are of the Primary grades in those dis- 
tricts are carried to the Morse School and those of the Grammar 
Grades thus enjoy the privilege of transportation. Also at the 
beginning of our Fall term it was necessary to carry the West 
Boxford High School scholars to the Johnson High School in 
North Andover, so the three schools now constitute one good 
auto-barge route, in care of Mr. Philip A. Paradis. 

Often in case of complaint or need of information some one 
member of the Committee is consulted, and, while every member 
of the Board is ready to give information and will gladly bring 
any vexed subject to the Committee meeting, no one member 
has authority to act alone, unless it is delegated to him by the 
Committee, so in order to get the best results, parties interested 
should meet the whole Board. Because of this fact the Com- 
mittee holds a regular monthly public meeting in the Selectmen’s 
Room at the Town Hall at two o’clock on the Thursday next 
before the third Friday of each month. Opportunity will be 
given at this time for meeting with the Committee. 

At the beginning of the Summer season the Government 
Agent, Mr. E. A. Howard, organized four Conservation Clubs at 
the Grammar School. These Clubs have been helpful in train- 
ing their members, not only to understand the basic facts about 
farming, but also have given our children a chance to compare 
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their powers with others, in thisthey have given a good account 
of themselves. The chief object of the Clubs is to teach the 
members to keep records and use their minds in careful study 
of the work they are doing, and the parents are asked to see 
that they do this. Some expense has been required for these 
Clubs, but that has been met by the money coming from the 
rental of the Kimball School House. 

By vote of the town the Committee sold the Andrews School 
House at auction on Dec. 19, also the fixtures in the building, 
for the sum of $320.15.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


Boxford, Mass., January, 2, 1920. 
The School Committee of Boxford, Massachusetts. 


Gentlemen: Your Superintendent has the honor to submit 
his third report for your consideration. 

At the Morse School, Miss Sanborn and Miss McInnes. 
continue their careful, painstaking and efficient work. Their 
service to the town is well known, and to acertain extent seems 
to be taken for granted. This, in a large measure, is of value 
to their work as it reflects the confidence in which they are 
held by the community, and thereby adds to their opportunity. 
Just what they are doing should be known and appreciated, as 
their training and experience enables them to secure positions 
in larger places, where the work would be easier and at much 
larger salary. In fact, they have refused such offers. It is 
clearly love of the work and of the town that induces them to 
remain. 

Miss Helen Brown, last year in charge of the Palmer 
school, concluded a most successful year. The amount of work 
accomplished was very encouraging, and that which contributes 
most to the value of school association, the moral tone, was 
set at a high standard. At the Wood School, Miss Marion 
Moody resigned after two years of very satisfactory work. 
Her pleasant personality, together with an earnestness of purpose 
and sympathy for the child nature made her a very valuable 
teacher. The resignations of both Miss Brown and Miss Moody 
were received with regret. Their positions have been filled as 
follows: Miss Florence A. Agnew at the Palmer and Miss 
Dorothy L. Knowlton at the Wood. Bothare recent graduates 
of the Salem Normal School, and have most excellent prepara- 
tion and training as evidenced by their success. 
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A distinct loss came to our school system with the resig- 
nation of Miss Anna Nason, our Supervisor of Drawing. She 
has received an appointment to a much larger and more im- 
portant field, which, aside from the financial advantage, was 
one of professional advancement. Up to the present time it 
has been impossible to fill her place because of the lack of 
suitable candidates, and the refusal of a number to undertake 
the work in a scattered country community. 

The report of Miss Mary N. Cleaveland, Supervisor of 
Music, appears as a part of this report, and indicates the 
excellent work that has been done in this department. The 
best and most pleasing way to obtain an idea of this phase of 
school instruction is to judge by the results as shown at the 
annual graduation. 

The Mary Tyler Day School was not reopened last Septem- 
ber because of the very few number of pupils living in that 
section at that time. Miss Jessie Bateman, teacher of that 
school, and in previous years at the Kimball, severed her con- 
nection with the teaching force of the town after a number of 
years of faithful and efficient service. 

As usual each year we make an appeal that the parents 
visit school, and still the visitors’ list on the register shows lack 
of interest and failure to respond to our invitation. It is: 
realized that the parents are busy, that they have many home 
cares, and possibly they may feel diffident about visiting the 
school room, or they may think that they have no errand or 
reason for spending an afternoon at the school. For no other 
reason than that of personally knowing the teacher of your 
children, each mother should come to the school and become 
acquainted. Form a neighborhood party for the purpose of 
coming to school. The results are mutual; the teacher and 
pupils are encouraged to feel that you take a personal interest 
in what they are doing, and you secure at short range the indi- 
vidual problems which your own children may present. Then 
too, there is the possibility that you will spend an afternoon of 
pleasant enjoyment. 
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Schools located in a widely scattered population are seldom 
noted for the high per centof attendance. Each year there 
seems to be some special reason why the school year should be 
badly broken. Last year it was an epidemic together with the 
attendant reluctance on the part of the parents to allow children 
to go to school during that time. Such events as we experienced 
last year must be regarded as an emergency, and the time lost 
as being for the best interests of the children. On the other 
hand the work was broken up, and our time schedule had to be 
abandoned. Instead of two vacations of a week each between 
Christmas and June but one week was given. Teachers who 
lost time because of persona! illness made up the time on 
Saturdays, and all held sessions late into June. Upto the 
present time we have had no breaks in the schedule, and every- 
thing points to the first uninterrupted school year we have had 
for some time. There will doubtless be a few days on which 
the weather will be too severe for school attendance, but in the 
aggregate the total time lost should be small. A necessary 
part of the school are the pupils, who, if they are absent, 
seriously break up the work. While the greatest loss is to the 
one who is absent, the other members of the class, and ina 
measure the whole school suffers, both on account of the inter- 
ruption of the schedule, and also the necessity for special time 
to see that the lost. topics are made up. To a considerable 
extent unnecessary absences have been eliminated, but there 
are a number every year that might seem to be avoided. If 
every parent would honestly answer this question for them- 
selves each time they keep their children at home. ‘“‘Ts this 
loss of a day at school for the best interest of my children?” it is 
possible that our registers would contain a cleaner record. 

The school system of Boxford, like many other towns of 
large area and small population presents a serious problem. All 
the citizens expect and are justified in demanding better schools 
than were in existence during their own school experience. It 
is very possible that some will say that the schools of the old 
days were better than these of the present. Very possible. But 
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what was the reason? Every pupil who came was there not 
because of attendance laws, but because they were offered some- 
thing which they wanted. The same and more is offered at 
school today, but the desire to obtain it is not so great. One 
man said that in his boyhood he went to school in order to avoid 
the hard work that otherwise he would have had to do at home. 
There were few in those days who escaped hard work. Their 
home training madethem used to it. They had individual 
responsibilities at home, and these translated into a school en- 
vironment made them eager to grasp every opportunity. Then 
too, a large factor was often an exceptional teacher. It was 
not so much the amount of knowledge possessed, or any special 
method used in presenting it, but a strong and dominant person- 
ality which has impressed itself on every pupil from that day to 
this. The old school was efficient in that it gave exactly what 
was demanded of it. Today the country and city are separated 
by a very distinct line, especially in the needs and aims of the 
public schools. In many instances we find ourselves demanding 
a city education from acountry school. What we should ex- 
pect is a course of study suited for country life, but maintained 
at standards required in progressive city communities. In every 
case we are expected to accomplish this with equipment which 
answered its purpose many years ago. The incentive on the 
part of the pupils has disappeared, the work is made easy for 
him, he has no idea of individual responsibility, in short, every 
factor save that of the physical conditions have been changed. 
The rural equivalent of a city education will prove more expen- 
sive, child for child, for the reason that education in rural com- 
munities will always be more expensive than in the larger schools 
in organized centers. In rural districts with the many school 
plants the ration of teachers to pupils will always continue larger 
than in the cities. Transportation facilities have to be pro- 
vided and teachers’ salaries increased if good teachers are to be 
obtained. It is safe to say that the period of experimentation 
in school consolidation has passed. Even though there is noth- 
ing saved in the salary of a teacher, there is saved to the pupil 
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the ability of the teacher to do specialized work in a few grades, 
rather than the present method of two teachers duplicating 
each others work within a few miles of each other. It is doubt- 
ful if there is a home in the town in which relative conditions 
equal to those obtained in our one room school buildings would 
be permitted. The reasons for the consolidation of the Palmer 
and Wood Schools in a modern building, located in the center 
of the district are just as urgent this year as in the past. It is 
hoped that suitable action will be taken. 

That teachers as a class are the poorest paid of any body 
of workers is at last being recognized. Any teacher who is 
worthy of a position is worth a living wage, and that should 
mean for twelve months in the year. Many are obliged to 
supplement their salaries by summer employment, or be sup" 
ported by their parents. During the last two years many of the 
best teachers have expressed their dissatisfaction with condi- 
tions by leaving the profession, and have found that they were 
able to compete successfully in other forms of employment. 
The salaries paid to teachers today is not one to attract the. 


best type of students to enter Normal Schools to prepare for 
the profession. Not only is the quality low but the numbers are 
far below the amount required to supply teachers for the normal 
demand. The state has given a partial remedy in that each 
town is reimbursed from one to two hundred dollars for each 
teacher paid a minimum salary rangeing from six hundred fifty 
to eight hundred fifty dollars, and depending on the qualifica- 
tions of the teacher as to experience and professional training. 
As has been pointed out, a small town is obliged to bid not 
only against the wealthy community, but in addition must pay 
a penalty for being a country town, in order to secure teachers. 
In order to retain them for more than a year they must be paid 
enough so that they cannot afford to make a change. 

Your Superintendent wishes to express at this time his 
appreciation for the loyalty and faithful work of the teachers, 
the co-operation of the School Committee and the support of 
the citizens in the work of the schools.

REPORT OF SUPERVISOR OF MUSIC 


Lo the Superintendent and the School Committee of the Town 
of Boxford: 


In accordance with your request the following report is 
submitted. 

The work in music has been carried on, during the past 
year, with the use of the New Educational Music Course, which 
we feel is still meeting our needs satisfactorily. 

The Junior Song Book has been introduced in the Sixth, 
Seventh and Eighth grades, both in the Palmer and Morse 
Schools, for Supplemental work to the Educational Course. 

This book contains appropriate song materials for use in 
all schools where changing voices introduce peculiar problems. 
To meet this situation much of the material has been especially 
composed or arranged with optional parts for changed voices. 

The majority of the songs are written with accompaniment 
and as we are fortunate in having an organ in both school build- 
ings the songs are much more appreciated by the pupils. 

The consolidation of schools in the western part of the 
town has been of much help in music study as the time which 
used to be spent in driving from one school to another is now 
given to the children, there being three music classes in the 
Morse School. Each class now receiving more time than it 
has ever been possible to give when the classes were in separate 
buildings, the classes also are larger and consequently more 
interest is stimulated. 

The majority of pupils have shown much interest in the 
subject and some a decided talent and it is to be hoped that 
their musical studies will be continued after leaving the public 
schools. 

In closing J wish to thank the teachers for their efficient 
and faithful work in maintaining enthusiasm for the subject 
and carrying out the work assigned, from week to week. Also 
the Superintendent and Schoo! Committee for their united 
support.

REMARKS OF MR. EMERY L. BRADFORD ON 
PRESENTING THE TOWN WITH A GAVEL 
AND GAVEL BLOCK 


(Ordered printed by vote of the town.) 


Mr. MODERATOR: 


I wish today to redeem the promise I made at the last 
annual meeting to present this town with a gavel and gavel 
block for use of the presiding officer. In providing this I 
wanted it to have more significance than a piece of granite and 
a mallet bought at any hardware store; and with your permis- 
sion, Sir, I will call your attention briefly to certain facts about 
this gavel and block. 


THE BLOCK 


This block, you will notice, is not a piece of Parian marble 
accurately chiselled and nicely polished. It is, rather, a rough 
ashlar,—a piece of common stone picked up from a field in 
Boxford and set in a piece of oak that grew in Boxford soil. 
It is not as beautiful as Carrara and Rosewood, but I would 
invest it in your minds with a significance that shall more than 
make amends for its rough appearance. 

I would have this stone indicate to you, and to the succeed- 
ing generations of voters, that as our decisions are made and 
then announced on this common Boxford stone, so it is on our 
own soil, with our own resources, our problems are to be solved, 
our enterprises carried forward. These problems may seem 
commonplace,—to us they are vital. Our resources may seem 
meager,—we have no responsibility beyond them,—and they 
are sufficient if wisely used. Our task is to make our town a 
notable place in which to live. 
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THE HEAD OF THE GAVEL 


The head of this gavel is made froma stick of wood picked 
from a common wood pile. I would have it indicate this fact. 

In dealing with our affairs we are to use our own minds,— 
our own wisdom,—our own judgment. Our safety lies in the 
open mind, the good will, the free and frank expression of 
opinion, and then the decision of the majority carried out with 
fairness. We must, indeed, be broad-minded, we must seek to 
know the value of the experience of other towns; we must 
profit by other men’s successes and failures; but in the end we 
must rely on our own wisdom, even though it be only such as 
we may summon from the common wood pile. We must abide 
by our own decision, and learn wisdom through experience. 


THE HANDLE OF THE GAVEL 


But even so we must not lose sight of the fact that back 
of all our institutions and all our progress are the achievements 
of English history. 

I would have that fact typified by the handle of this gavel. 
This handle was made from a piece of oak that grew in the 
soil of Boxford, in England,—the town for which this town 
was named when it was set off from the old Rowley Plantation. 


(It took me some time to secure this piece of wood, duly 
authenticated, but by persistence I was able to acccomplish it 
through the courtesy and assistance of our Consul General in 
London.) 


And, Mr. Moderator, as you and your successors use this 
gavel, | would have you reminded that we came not by chance 
to our high estate. We are children of our Mother-England. 
We are heirs of the whole Anglo-saxon heritage. Let this 
handle, grown in English soil, remind us that we are to handle 
our affairs guided by the principles of liberty and law that 
have been wrought out in the best traditions and achievements 
of the Anglo-saxon race. 
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THE BAND AROUND THE GAVEL HEAD 


But we must not forget that the self-centered life, indi- 
vidual, town, or national, is the life that is doomed. Selfishness 
means mildew and dry rot. 

While our town is small yet we have relationship and 
responsibility, and must always have, unto the ends of the 
earth. That we recognize this has been amply proven by our 
works in these years of the world war. Our men have given 
their treasure ; our women have spent their time and strength ; 
our sons have given their lives. 

I would have this band that encircles the head of this 
gavel, pierced by this handle, indicate the fact of our universal 
relation and obligation. 

This ring is made from a shell’ that was fired from one of 
the famous “75s” guns that did so much to win the war. It 
was fired by the 101st Field Artillery Regiment of the American 
Expeditionary Forces, just before the armistice went into effect 
at 11 o’clock on November 11, 1918. (This fact is noted with 
appropriate lettering on the band.) 

Let this ring remind us that we are indissolubly bound in 
with the destiny of every other nation in the world ,—-that with 
our local affairs we have a responsible part in the enterprises 
of the race. 


THE INSCRIPTION 


Underneath all secure human endeavor is the will to 
integrity and justice. What is not right, cannot stand. 

The world turns for its best guidance in practical right- 
eousness to the teaching of the Carpenter of Nazareth. And I 
have chosen these words of his instruction as a fitting motto to 
remind us of his wisdom and his insight. 


WITH WHAT MEASURE YE METE 
IT SHALL BE MEASURED TO YOU AGAIN. 
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Life always measures back with scrupulous fidelity what 
we put intoit. Itcandonoother. If weare narrow inour con- 
ceptions of civic duty, if we are penurious in our appropriations, 
if we have no vision for the future, our lives will be dull and lean, 
our building will be meager, our town will lose its prestige. 


It gives me great pleasure, Mr. Moderator, to present this 
gavel and block to the citizens of Boxford,—let it remind us 
that: 


On our own soil, 

With our own wisdom and resource, 

Guided by the traditions of the past, 

Bound in with the life of the race, 

Building in righteousness and led by hope 

We are to solve our problems and do our work 

And pass on to our children a better heritage 
than we received. 


WAR ACTIVITIES 


Some facts of Boxford’s War Time Activities, given at the 
Soldiers’ and Sailors’ reception at Boxford “Armistice Day” 1919. 
Prepared by Rev. Edw. D. Disbrow. 


SOLDIERS AND SAILORS 


When the nation called for men, there were not wanting 
those who answered. And let it be said to the eternal glory of 
Boxford, as in the past so at this time of stress she lead in vol- 
unteers, while as a nation we had 1/3 of 1 per cent. in France 
before the end of the first year, Boxford had 1 per cent of her 
population there and ready for service. These are the men of 
that body who saved us from having to defeat the Hun in our own 
land. Then continued the enlistments till we had in connec- 
tion with the two Parishes thirty-three loyal sons in the nation- 
al service. Of these, 27 were in actual service, 8 were officers ; 
1 Lieutenant, 4 Sergeants, 2 Corporals, 1 Chief-Mechanic and 1 
Chief-Engineer. 

There were distributed through the service. 

13 in the Infantry 

2 in the Artillery 

2 in the Cavalry 

1 a Canadian Lancer 

o in the Navy of whom 1 was a Mine-layer and 1 a Sub- 
chaser 

2 in the Merchant-marine 

2 in the Aviation Corps, 1 in the Signal Service 

4 in the Motor-Supply Service 

1 with a Tank Unit 

3 were Musicians. 

It is to be kept in mind that some men served in more than 
one position. 
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One was severely wounded in action. 

Three won the Wooden Cross, the world’s greatest emblem 
for the most heroicdeed. Of whom, Robert W. Lake, was killed 
in action the first morning of the St. Mihiel drive, Sept. 12, 1918. 
And Sergeant Ernest W. Foster, after severe fighting at Chateau 
Thierry, died at base hospital Number 6 on the same day, Sept. 

‘$8, 1918. And one of our men died in transit. 

There have been 37 Boxford men in the State Guard and 
there are now 23. Of these, 7 are officers: 

1 Lieutenant 3 Sergeants 3 Corporals 

There are 2 Cooks, both Buglers and one Mechanic. 

A total of 70 men in the two Parishes have been under 
arms. 

Service men being 33 out of a population of 714 is 4.62 
per cent or a little above the nation’s per cent. The voting 
population of the Town is 150, the service men would be 
22.22 per cent. of the number of the voting population or over 
1/5: 

The State Guard represents 5.18 per cent of the population 
or 24.66 per cent of the voting population of Boxford, or nearly 
1/4. 

The whole number of men under arms being 70 is 9.8 per 
cent of the whole of all the people, or 46.66 per cent of the 
voting citizens, or practically 1/2 of the number of voters of 
the Town. 


FINANCIAL STATISTICS 


But those remaining at home were not inactive, the other 
9/10 certainly did their bit. The Town of Boxford has raised 
in War Loans: (The record of the first two drives has not been 
kept) but the Committee gives assurance that, the

1/10 of 
the people under arms, and 1/8 of the Town valuation in sup- 
port of our flag, this is Boxford’s offering, but not all. 

Let me say in passing, that, in the War Savings Stamp 
Drive of June 7-28, 1918 under the direction of Miss Catherine 
Pearl, Boxford was the first town in the State over the top, our 
quota was $225, and we got $229 the first day and in the whole 
drive, $4,650. The total for the whole time of the war being 
$8,859.25. This money being raised mostly by the children 
shows the town is safe for the future.

RULES 


SCHOOL ADMISSION 


No child will be admitted to the first grade who has not 
attained the age of five years the date of opening school in 
September. Pupils are admitted to this grade only at the 
beginning of the year, unless they have attended school in 
some other town. 


COMPLIANCE WITH VACCINATION LAW 


No child will be admitted to any grade who has not 
complied with the law relative to vaccination. This means 
that he shall furnish a certificate of vaccination signed by a 
regular practicing physician or a certificate of exemption with 
diagnosis signed by aregular practicing physician. If the 
latter is furnished it will be held valid only during the school 
year in which it is first presented. It issuggested that parents 
of children who have not been vaccinated attend to it in 
August or in the early part of September. 


DISCHARGE CARDS 


A pupil desiring admission to school, unless he wish 
admission to the first grade in September, should bring a. 
discharge card from the school previously attended. 

A pupil removing from town should obtain a discharge 
card on the days of his last attendance. 


REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of the Town of Boxford : 


In co-operation with the parents, teachers and superin- 
tendent of the Town schools your School Board is pleased to 
report the facts of interest in the schools and especially to 
embody in this matter the reports of the Superintendent, 
Roscoe G. Frame; the Supervisor of Music, Miss Mary N. 
Cleaveland and the Supervisor of Drawing, Miss Dorothy 
Durham. 

Your attention is called to that part of the Superintendent's 
report which deals with State reimbursements, especially Sec- 
tion 6. This change in the law makes a difference of $1,187.99 
in receipts from the State this last year, as the High School 
tuition amounts to $1,390.25 and the High School transporta- 
tion to $985.74; in all $2,375.99 we are paying for the education 
of our High School scholars. Had there not been this change 
in the law we should have received one half of this amount in 
return from the State, making $1,187.99. 

The Committee would Say again that the best way to 
settle school questions is to meet with the Committee and 
Superintendent as a whole, and that a meeting for that purpose 
is given at the Town Hall every Thursday next before the 
Third Friday of each month at two o'clock during the school 
year. Where it is possible, it is far pleasanter and more 
Dusiness-like than consulting one member of the board. 

In a few cases there seems to be some misunderstanding 
about the duties of attendance at school. It isa recognized 
fact that the school cannot be at its best with the children 
irregular in their attendance. Where the scholar is not getting 
the lessons as they come it makes added work for the teacher 
and also holds the whole class back. For any one to keep a 
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child out of school upon a trivial excuse is more or less selfish- 
ness and mighty poor community spirit. The State is very 
exacting upon this point and a low percentage of attendance 
is liable to prevent us from receiving our share of State Funds. 
While there is some margin given the pupil by way of cuts, 
any person aiding or abetting a child in truancy in the least is 
committing a criminal offense for which there is a severe 
penalty. 

Your Committee suggest, once again, that the Town make 
a flat appropriation for the Schools, since the money coming 
from so many sources makes it out of the question for the 
Committee to know how much money is available for use, if 
we follow the former method.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


Wilmington, Mass., January, 15, 1921. 
The School Committee of Boxford, Massachusetts. 


Gentlemen: Your Superintendent has the honor to submit 
this, his fourth annual report to you, and through you to the 
citizens of the town. 

The test of any school system is shown by the quality of 
the citizenship in the community. So here in Boxford, we 
judge our schools by the success or failure of our product in 
their lifework. Because the content of our curriculum is much 
changed from that experienced by the parents of our pupils, is 
no reason that these are degenerate times, and more than it is 
logical to say that the schools of our fathers were inferior to 
those known by our grandfathers. In the old days the schools 
were the product of the community, while today the reverse is 
true. For many years the public schools met the standards of 
the locality, giving the demands of the future no provision, and 
always measuring values in terms of the past. Today, spec- 
ialists in school administration study the methods of the past 
in order to avoid the same errors for the future. The school 
of today should be the object of local pride and furnish a 
dominating objective of right thinking and living. 

During the last few years, extensive studies have been 
made as to the mental capacities of children. It has been 
found that children have an intelligence varying with each 
individual; that the growth of this intelligence varies but little 
in relation to the chronological age, and whatever variations 
that are evident in the development of the individual are due 
to changes in the physical conditions. It is unusual to finda 
strong mind in a.weak body. One fallacy often made is to 
confuse ignorance and intelligence. An illustraticn of this is 
that frequently a pitcher is not filled to its capacity. 
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These measures of intelligence are being developed to such 
a degree that they are being used by the courts to determine 
the cause for juvenile delinquency. They may be used to 
indicate the best choice for a life work. At present it is 
provided by law that these tests be given to mental defectives. 
Their value is thus being demonstrated and it is safe to say 
that these tests will be available for ail in a short time. 

At the Morse School the town has been fortunate in 
retaining the services of both Miss Sanborn and Miss McInness 
for another year. Their work continues to increase in value 
with each year, and when.a teacher obtains the confidence of 
the community, their opportunity for accomplishment is more 
than doubled. 

At the Wood School it was planned in June to consolidate 
this school with the Palmer and transport the children. Later 
in the summer it was decided to continue to operate the 
school. At this time Miss Knowlton had secured another 
position. Miss Esther Perley was elected to fill the vacancy, 
and has done excellent work since the opening of the term. 

Miss Florence A. Agnew tendered her resignation as 
teacher of the Palmer School at the close of school. To fill 
the vacancy, Miss Ada L. Clapp of Shrewsbury was elected, 
and has undertaken the work with a spirit to meet the problems 
of the school. At this building, quite extensive repairs have 
been undertaken. The old stove has been removed, anda 
new one with ventilating system installed. The walls have 
been refinished; storm sash placed on the windows, and what 
has contributed more than anything to the appearance of the 
room, was the removal of the unsightly partition in the corner. 

Your superintendent has spoken in previous years of the 
need of a consolidated school in the East Parish, and has not 
given up hopes that sometime it may beareality. At the 
present rate of decrease in the school population in this end 
of the town, it will not be many years before there will be no 
need of a school building. Whether or not the present lack 
of school facilities is a contributing factor in the decrease of 
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population may be an open question, but it has been the 
experience of other communities that in order to retain the 
old residents and to attract new ones, the town must compete 
with other places, and offer more than sentiment as a reason 
for making it a place of residence. Parents will consider the 
needs of their children as of more importance than their own 
convenience. 

Up to this fall, it was not possible to secure a Supervisor 
of Drawing since the resignation of Miss Nason. This year 
the town was fortunate in securing the services of Miss Dorothy 
Durham, who is working hard to make up for our deficiencies 
of the past year. 

The work in Music, under the direction of Miss Cleaveland 
is of a standard seldom found ina town of this size. The 
small number of children in any particular group, makes the 
work especially difficult. 

At any time it is hard to find exceptional teachers, yet — 
it is felt that in no way have we lowered the high standard 
demanded of our teachers in the selections made to replace 
those resigning during the past year. Even at the present 
time the profession is still feeling the effects of competition 
with industry. Many were attracted to teaching because of 
the increased salaries, who now are replaced by those having 
the idea of service rather than of salary. It was valuable to 
establish the fact that public school teachers could compete 
with commercial workers in their own field. Now that business 
is beginning to reach a stable condition, the number enrolled 
in our Normal Schools shows a slight increase. During the war, 
the Normal Schools lost in numbers all they had gained in ten 
years. Another encouraging feature isthat the mental quality 
is reported much superior. One valuable though costly lesson 
which both the teaching profession and the public learned 
during the war was the value of the trained teacher, and now 
in these days of reconstruction, instead of the salaries of'the 
teachers’ being reduced, they will advance. Fortunately the 
teachers have seen the emptiness of false professional ethics, 
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and are now demanding and receiving a little nearer their true 
value. Atthe same time, from within the teaching body, 
comes the demand for professional training for entrance into 
the work. If a physician who can protect life is worthy of his 
demands upon society, how much more isthe value of a teacher 
who makes that life useful? 

In any school system we may expect to find from one to two 
percent who are mentally retarded three or more years. ‘This 
number holds true here in Boxford, and due to our small 
registration, is almost negligible. While a considerable num- 
ber are one or two years behind the normal grade for their age, 
the primary cause is usually physical condition with a secondary 
reason of absence. 

Physical and mental health areclosely related. Sometime 
we may be developed to such a stage that society will regard 
disease as acrime. Just now, health is a matter of education 
and personal habit. Itissaid that could the public have proper 
knowledge and training, that contagion would be eliminated. 
Because bacteria are not visible to the eye is no reason they 
do not exist. Our health work in the school follows along this 
line, that of prevention and education. Prevention in the 
matter of discovering a possible source of danger, and educa- 
tion in the habits of right living and health. 

Nutrition, in so far as it relates to the school child is 
of special interest at the present time. Proper food habits 
should be established in the home, long before the child enters 
school. Food that will nourish the body does not have to be 
expensive. Onthe other hand the converse is usually true. 
The psychology of the lunch box is an interesting study. 
When we look at the waste can at the close of the lunch hour, 
we often remark that no wonder poverty exists, we are such a 
wasteful people. Here we find slices of bread with a single 
mouthful gone, cake, cookies and pie in equal confusion. The 
child prefers to throw away the remains of his lunch rather 
than take it home. Possibly it occasionally may be because 
of a penalty received for not eating his lunch, but more likely 
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through habits of carelessness and disinclination to bother. 
On the other hand, let us sit in the room while the children 
eat. The answer is thus clear why the lunch is thrown away. 
It does not appeal to the eye. The same food if packed ina 
tasteful way would appeal to the child’s mind in such a way 
that it would be appetizing instead of distasteful. Many com- 
munities have found that wonderful success has been obtained 
by furnishing a ration of milk at the morning recess. \ In other 
places hot soups and cocoa are the media by which the child 
is fortified against disease. Whatever means are used depend 
on local conditions and resources. That something is neces- 
sary is the conclusion of all individuals and communities who 
have given the subject any time in investigation. It is a very 
natural tendency for us to wonder what is exactly the function 
of the public school. It certainly has changed from what we 
remember in our experience as children. It has been said 
that living is the greatest job of life, and certainly training 
and preparation for life ought to be the chief function of our | 
schools. With this view, any study or activity which will make 
a generation stronger in health, mind, morals or enjoyment has 
a place in our curriculum. It is not that the home has fallen 
down, but that the home of the next generation will be stron ger 
in its influence than that of the present. 

While at times a hardship seems to involve an individual 
by the requirement of rigid scholarship, on the other hand it 
would be an injustice to the rest of the school should the 
requirements for all be relaxed in favor of one. It is nota 
pleasant task for a teacher to be obliged to give deficient 
marks to any pupils, and contrary to popular belief the teachers 
have no grudges which they pay in this way. It is much 
easier and far more pleasant to say that all children of the 
class are doing satisfactory work, and are in no danger of 
failing to secure promotion. Should a teacher be so lax a 
certain number of pupils would be promoted to the next class 
without proper preparation. The child then finds himself 
beyond his capacity, and makes another failure, this time 
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self evident. The task of the teacher is to keep all of her 
class doing the required work, and to meet the problems 
squarely should the occasion arise. 

There seems to be no doubt in the minds of the citizens 
in regard to the liability of the town in the requirement to 
provide high school education and transportation thereto for 
the children of the town. There does seem, however, in the 
minds of many, some confusion in regard to the reimbursement 
from the State for this item. The sections of Chapter 198, of 
the General Acts of 1918, in so far as they apply to the local 
situation are given below. 

Section 4. If the expenditure per thousand dollars valua- 
tion from the proceeds of local taxation for the support of 
public schools, made by any town of less than five hundred 
families, for the three town fiscal years preceding any school 
year, averaged more than four and not more than five dollars, 
the town shall be reimbursed from the treasury of the com- 
monwealth one half of the amount that it paid for that school 
year, in acordance with section three, for the transportation 
of pupils to high schools of other cities or towns, or for board 
in lieu thereof; if said average was more than five and not 
more than six dollars the town shall be reimbursed three 
fourths of the amount that it paid in accordance with section 
three for transportation, or for board in lieu thereof; and if 
said average was more than six dollars, the town shall be 
reimbursed the whole amount that it paid in accordance with 
section three for transportation, or for board in lieu thereof ; 
but reimbursement by the state for expenditures for transpor- 
tation, or for board in lieu thereof, shall not be based on any 
amounts in excess of one dollar and fifty cents per week of 
actual attendance of any pupil, and all expenditures for trans- 
portation upon which state reimbursement is to be based 
shall be subject to approval by the board of education. 

Section 5. If the valuation of atown of less than five 
hundred families for the town fiscal year preceding any school 
year does not exceed five hundred thousand dollars, the town 
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shall be reimbursed from the treasury of the commonwealth, 
subject to the provisions of section six thereof, for the whole 
amount that it paid for that school year in accordance with 
section three thereof for the tuition of pupils attending high 
schools in other cities or towns; if said valuation exceeds five 
hundred thousand dollars but does not exceed one million 
dollars, the town shall be reimbursed three fourths of the 
amount that it paid for such tuition; and if said valuation 
exceeds one million dollars, it shall be reimbursed one half the 
amount that it paid for such tuition. 

Section 6. No town shall receive any reimbursement from 
the treasury of the commonwealth under the provisions of 
sections two and five of this act if the valuation of the town 
for the town fiscal year preceding the school year for which 
such reimbursement is to be made, divided by the average 
membership of its public schools for the schoo] year preceding 
the school year for which such reimbursement is to be made, 
exceeds the corresponding quotient for the commonwealth. 

As may be noted a very dominant factor in securing 
reimbursement is the valuation of the town. Also, in both 
part one and two of Chapter 363, the supplementary reimburse- 
ment is based on the valuation. In securing state aid for the 
schools a low valuation together with a large expenditure per 
capita of school attendance is of advantage. 

For the co-operation of the School Committee, teachers and 
citizens during the past year, your superintendent makes 
grateful acknowledgment.
